1, 1959, the goal of its six founding na- 
tions was to weld 100 million people 
info a powerful economic and political 
bloe which later would be extended to 
the whole of Western Hurope and 300 
million people. 
“ The economic boom which spread 
through the six nations— West Ger- 
many, France, Italy, Belgium, the Neth- 
erlands and Luxembourg—now is es- 
tablished as one of the brightest spots 
in post World War II history, 

Other goals proved more difficult. 

Political unity if it ever is to come 
still is years away. 

On Jan. 14, 1968, President Charles 
De Gaulle of France yetoed British ent- 
ry into the Common Market and so far 
as the British were concerned the issue 
seemed dead, at least for as long as De- 
Gaulle remained alive or in power. 

It seemed doubly so after the British 
Labour Party election victory last 
October. The Labourites had led the 
opposition at home to British partici- 
pation in the Common Market without 
specific guarantees to British Com- 
monwealth nations. 

Prime iMnister Harold Wilson had 
said Britain could build a new economy 
within the framework of the Common- 
wealth. 

It was something of a surprise then 
that within Britain talk of the Common 
Market suddenly revived. 

At the Common Market headquart- 
ers in Brussels, the new British For- 
eign Minister Michael Stewart deliver- 
ed a strong defense of Britain’s right 
to a place in Europe, coupled with a 
warning against a “closed shop’ a- 
mong the six which eventually would 
accentuate Hurope’s economic and po- 
litical differences,

Family restaurant closes 
after many years in business 


Omemee (PNS) — Mac’s 
Lunch, the popular main street 
rendezvous for scores of young 
folk closed its doors Saturday 
evening Feb. 27. 

Operated by Bill MacKenzie 
for some years since the death 
of his father Warren Mac- 
Kenzie. Mac’s lunch is known 
far and wide by thousands of 
travellers who have patron- 
ized this friendly little restaur- 
ant over the years. Truck 
drivers, construction work- 
ers, hydro and telephone 
linemen are only a few who 
have entered its door to enjoy 
a tasty meal at a moderate 
price. j 

The late Warren MacKenzie 
who hailed from the Dalhousie 
Campbellton area of New 
Brunswick came to Omemee 
before the last war and operat- 
ed a small grocery store in part 
of the building now belonging 
to the R. . Mitchell hardware. 
The North American Leather 
Tannery was enjoying a pros- 
perous trend and the outbreak 
of war boosted its demand to 
fill orders for the government 
and shoe manufacturers. 

Men came to Omemee (some 
from Western Canada who still 
reside here) seeking work and 
the tannery operated 24 hours 
a day. The demand for a pub- 
lic restaurant prompted the 
late Mr. MacKenzie to open one. 

Later he moved across the 


was formerly the Wm. Hen- 
derson seed store. 

Warren MacKenzie for many 
years took a dynamic interest 
in public affairs being village 
councillor, Reeve, President of 
the Chamber of Comerce, ac- 
tive in Masonic Lodge, promo- 
ter of sports, projects, etc. His 
contribution to Omemee, his 
friendly manner and hospital- 
ity to friend and stranger is 
not readily forgotten. Macs has 
been the pentagon of Omemee 
for years. Anyone seeking in- 
formation where the fire truck 
went on a call phoned Mac’s. 
Children by the hundreds have 
cashed in on pop bottles and 
taken the trade on bubble gum. 
They were never turned away 
and their little transaction was 
treated fairly and generously. 

Many a penniless hitch hiker 
who was cold and hungry re- 
ceived a free meal. 

On the wall of the restaur- 
ant is drawn an interesting 
map of the central part of On- 
tario quite accurately scaled 
in mileage. This has been stu- 
died by hundreds of travellers 
who sought their bearings and 
railroad, lakes, highways, vil- 
lages etc were marked. It took 
Bill MacKenzie and his assis- 
tant Ross Hyland upwards of 
a week to draw it. Over the 
years many have been employ- 
ed as waitresses and waiters.

Ottawa (UPI) — Motor Ve- 
hicle accidents on Canada’s 
streets and highways claimed 
4,655 lives in 1964, a 10.6 per 
cent increase of 1963. 

The grim statistics were is- 
sued in a special statement 
from the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics Fatalities jumped 
by 10 per cent in December 
1964 to 374 dead, compared 
to 340 the year previous. 

During 1964, 139,576 per- 
sons were injured in traffic ac- 
cidents. This compares with 
126,086 in 1963. 

Quebec led the nation with 
1,581 killed, Ontario followed 
with 1,424 fatalities. Ontario 
however, reported more 
people injured in traffic acci- 


lives during 64 


dents: in more accidents, 
13,261 compared to Quebec’s 
12,988.

Vatican City — (UPI) — When it 
grows a bit too cold in a Vatican office 
these days, the Secretary of Briefs to 
Princes has a ready answer—Switch on 
a fornacula rheophoro praedita. 

That, as everyone on one side of the 
Vatican walls would be supposed to 
know, is an electric stove—in Latin, of 
course, 

In fact, Msgr. Amleto Tondini, the 
scholarly former chaplain of the Papal 
Palatine Guard, is more likely to impart 
the order in Italian or in what Roman 
dialect he picked up since he came here 
from his native Ravenna. 

But as the Vatican’s top official Lat- 
jnist, coining new Latin words for 20th 
century objects is his job. 

Tondini, a benevolent 64-year-old 
priest, is the man who succeeded An- 
tonio Bacei as Secretary of Briefs to 
Princes —in 20th century language, 
writer of Papal letters to chiefs of 
state—when Baccl was appointed a 
Cardinal by the late Pope John XXIII 
in 1960. 

Colning new Latin words for new 
things has been a constant must for the 
Roman Guria through the centuries 
since all official church documents are 
written in Latin. In the middle ages, 
when inventions were few, this was rel- 
atively easy and was done in the sim- 
plest way—just taking the Italian word 
and substituting an ending in “-us” or 
“1m” for the Italian ending. So a 
biretta or berretta, the Cardinal's cap, 
simply became a bireteum and things 
stopped there. 

Modern times with their countless 
discoveries posed a number of new 
problems. 

Cardinal Bacei and Tondini have 
struggled against them for decades 
officially as Vatican document writ- 
ers and privately as contributors to 
Latin language publications, and have 
come up with some results that surely 
have pleased Cicero himself. 

There are plenty of references to 
modern things in Papal Pneyelicals and 
other documents—such as automation, 
labor unions or the H-bomb — but a 
Pope would hardly be likely to need a 
Latin word for “zipper” or “dumplings 
with tomato sauce,” Yet both are there, 
along with 12,000 other modern terms, 
in Cardinal Bacei's “Italy-Latin Vocab- 
ulary of Modern and Hard to Trans- 
late Terms’’—a thing he did just for 
the fun of it. 

“Zipper,” in Baccl’s rendition, is “ver- 
fieulus,” and central heating is “‘cale- 
ductus,” both words so beautiful that 
they could come straight out of a page 
of Cleero, or maybe Cato the Wider. 

Dumplings with tomato sauce and 
cheese are a bit more complicated. 
They are “concolut! pastilli lyeopersico 
fllcO ac pulverato caseo conditi’, A 
sandwich is a “pastiliium obsonio far- 
sum” and a cigarette or cigar is a 
“tabaci bacillum” (little stick of tobac- 
eo).

Politics may 
prove too nasty a game for the delicate 
sensitivities of newspapermen, But 
one thing is sure. With about 40 of 
Pngland’s best journalists in the Gov- 
ernment, there will be no failures — 
only varying degrees of success.

HAVE YOUR EYESIGHT 
CHECKED NOW FOR YOUR 
OWN AND OTHERS’ SAFETY 
I consider myself a careful 
driver, yet through procrastin- 
ation and carelessness, I near- 
ly got into an accident while 
driving home after a hockey 
game the other night. My wind- 
shield was dirty and I made a 
left turn against a “no left 
turn” signal I didn’t see. Two 
motoreycle policemen stopped 
me and waved me back into 
the mainstream of traffic.

Their windshields 
may be clean but their own vi- 
sion isn’t clear. 

They may be suffering from 
unsuspected glaucoma  (in- 
creased tension within the eye 
which may be the forerunner 
of blindness); or, from cataract 
(which is a clouding of the lens 
of the eye). These are the 
most common afflictions 
which disturb the clarity in 
the human windshield. 

Therefore, I suggest that 
for your own safety and that

Your doctor will decide 
whether to use a live virus vac- 
cine for protection; an inacti- 
vated or “killed”, virus vac- 
cine; or a combination of 
both. Sometimes gamma glo- 
bulin is given at the time of 
the live virus vaccine to coun- 
teract any severe reactions. 
Many physicians think that the 
combination type is best. 

Don’t underestimate the 
measles virus. It is true that 
most cases of measles cause no 
serious trouble. But why take 
chances with your child? Call 
your doctor for early immuni- 
zation.

OFF-THE-CUFF 
INFORMATION 

Mrs. J.: In the last analysis 
a consultation is primarily for 
the benefit of the patient and 
his family. The doctor's feel- 
ings in the matter take second 
place to the welfare of his pa- 
tient. ‘Therefore, I don’t un- 
derstand your hesitation in 
asking your doctor for a con- 
sultation to come in and see 
your husband. 

You say you are afraid you'll 
hurt his feelings? Then by all 
means make the test. Any 
physician who refuses consul- 
tation (because he thinks he 
knows it all, or because he 
feels insulted in your lack of 
confidence) is suspect. It’s all 
the more reason why you 
need a consultation. 

I think most physicians, who 
deserve the name, are willing 
to make it easy for the patient 
and his family to have another 
medical opinion. They know 
that with few’ expections, it 
isn’t because of lack of confi- 
dence, but because the anxious 
family members want to be 


tion (not as a command but as 
a request) and it’s dollars to 
doukhnuts he'll sweetly con- 
cur. 

Mr. L.: It's true that there 
are ulcer-givers as well as ul- 
cer- getters. | Neveretheless, 
it’s easy for the ulcer patient 
to go blaming someone else for 
his ulcer.

All to often hill-top look outs 
and natural amphitheatres are 
overlooked by the operator. 
Geological resources such as 
caves, largest boulders, rocks, 


fossils, and deposits of gem-

ings, he suggested, use imagin- 
ation in selecting colours, and 
design your buildings for mul- 
tiple uses to get the best re- 
turns for your Investment. An- 
other important point he sug- 
gested was that the operator 
should create recreational fa- 
cilities as far as possible, men- 
tioning shuffle-board, tennis, 
swimming and hiking or nature 
trails as a few ideas. 

The final resource the speak- 
er stressed was the image cre- 
ated by the operator, his staff, 
and his establishment. He 
pointed out the advantages in 
the techniques of modern ad- 
vertising, the use of a trade- 
mark or a crest, or the “little 
silent salesmen” the luggage 
stickers. 

In conclusion, Mr. Clay re- 
minded operators to be their 
own severest critic. “Decide 
what you can do to improve 
your location, or your resour- 
ces, plan carefully and carry 
out the plan one step at a time” 
he urged.

Note the quick 
change when seats sell fast and no 
publicity is needed. Then the press 
tickets are unavailable. The attrac- 
tion of the extra dollar or two that can 
be made is too much for many of 
them.

CNR may take over 

The Town Council, at ite regular 
meeting last night received official 
notification that an application is being 
forwarded to the Board of Transport 
Commissioners on behalf of the Cana- 
dian Pacific and Canadian National 
Railways for leaye to abandon the 
Canadian Pacific line between Dranoel 
and Lindsay and Orillia and Medonte, 
“Tt is intended that the Canadian Pa- 
cific line between Lindsay and Bobcay~ 
geon shall be taken over and operated 
by the Canadian National Railway,’ 
the communication read. 

This information indicates that the 
Canadian Pacific Railway will be moy- 
ed from Lindsay and the Bobcaygeon 
run will be handled by the CNR if the 
necessary authorization is forthcom- 
ing from the Board of Transport Com- 
misisoners, 

The only industry or lease on the 
Iine to be abandoned, other than Lind- 
say, Orillia and Uthoff, is a leased 
warehouse site at Bethany. The indus- 
tries at Lindsay, Orillia and Othoff, 
the communication said, are to be tak- 
en care of by the Canadian National 
Railway over new and existing connec- 
tions to the abandoned Canadian Pacif- 
ic tracks at these points.

May go to Petawawa 

It is generally expected in military 
clreles that as soon as the spring arriy- 
es the troops for the third contingent 
will be moved to Petawawa to put on 
the finishing touches to their prepara~ 
tions, 

Accommodatién for soldiers is becom- 
ing quite cramped here at present and 
as there is ample provision at the fam- 
ous Camp on the Ottawa River for from 
10,000 to 16,000 men this spot is likely 
to be selected. Petawawa is equipped 
with a splendid water and drainage sys- 
tem, rifle ranges and many other ad- 
vantages from a military standpoint. It 
is believed that much better progress 
could be made in whipping the men 
into shape there than in the cities, 
where they have too many other attrac- 
tions to divert their attention. 

From the standpoint of health it is 
generally admitted that it is almost im- 
possible to improve on the plains of 
Petawawa, The camp is near Ottawa 
and has splendid railway facilities.

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South Africa — threat to peace? 


Johannesburg (UPI)—The real div- 
iding line in South African politics lies 
to the left of the Uunited party. Both the 
two major parties which command a- 
but 90 per cent of the total electorate 
ave determined not to share political 
power with the non-whites who out- 
number them four to one. 

The Miulti-Racial Political Party is 
the political home for conseience-trou- 
bled white South Africans who want 
to preserve their skins, but fear the 
Bantustans will never work. 

They are prepared to share power, 
rather on the lines of a partnership, 
with the Africans being the junior part- 
ners initially. But as their brand of 
Liberalism is considered too wishy- 
washy by the militant Africans, they 
seem doomed to be forever a well- 
meaning but politically impotent fac- 
tor. 

‘Vo the left again lies the even smaller 
Liberal party. It is led by famed auth- 
or, Alan Paton, but its image was tarn- 
ished in 1964 by the disclosure that 
several) of its supporters were members 
of sabotage groups. 

To the left of the Liberals political 
life disappears under-ground — to the 
secret wells of Communism and African 
Nationalism, It is one of the ironies of 
South Africa that the only whites 
whose assistance has been freely offer- 
ed to and accepted by African Nation- 
alists are from the extreme left. 

The strength of African nationalism 
in South Africa is difficult to gauge. In 
the cities it is a powerful force, in the 
country districts less s0. There is def- 
inite evidence that some African Na- 
tionalist cells resort to intimidation and 
terrorism to gain supporters. Such 
indications as do exist show that per-- 
haps 60 per cent of detribalized urban 
Africans support the two main under- 
ground African organizations — the 
African national congress and the 
Pan-African Congress. 

A comparatively new phenomenon 
in South Africa is the African right 
winger. Generally he belongs to the 
new African middle class. He is more 
likely to be a businessman or minor 
civil servant than a professional man 
or a labourer. He has built up a sub- 
stantial and comfortable life, and he 

_ realizes that in any revolutionary situ- 
ation he would be the first to go. So 
he throws in his support behind the 
white South African government. Many 
of these right-wingers are chiefs and 
headmen whose power and prestige 
have been multiplied under Apartheid. 
In the tribal areas where the word of 
the chief is law, the peasant followers 
would tend to follow the political views 
of their traditional leader. 

It is a moot point whether South Af- 
rica is prosperous because of or in spite 
of Apartheid. But the prosperity is a 
fact. The country leads Africa in im- 
ports, exports, industrial and agricul- 
tural production. It leads in ownership 
of automobiles, telephones and radios, 
and in the quality of its road and rail 
network its cities are the biggest and 
most sophisticated in sub-Sahara Af- 
rica. South Africa can produce almost 
every strategic product needed for a 
modern industrial economy except oil. 

For the African this has meant full 
employment and a growing range of 
opportunities. Salaries for Africans 
increase steadily. Only five years 
ago the slogan “a pound a day” was a 
revolutionary ery. Today the pound 
a day wage its pretty standard. 

In November 1968 Africans con- 
founded the Apartheid critics by turn- 
ing out in their hundreds of thousands 
to vote for the all-black Transkei par- 
liament. Byen in Johannesburg thou- 
sands yoted despite boycott calls. The 
elections placed a bloc of Liberal can-

didates in parliament, but the nomina- 
tion of chiefs insured a parliamentary 
majority for the pro-Apartheid Afri- 
cans. 

But despite the new political oppor- 
tunities, South Africa’s politicians have 
failed in one basic respect. They can- 
not legislate for good race relations. 

The central unpalatable fact of the 
South African situation is that the ma~ 
jority of the whites are unashamed 
racialists in thelr personal dealings 
with the non-whites. At certain levels, 
generally near the top, in the church 
and in the academic field, there are 
signs of a healthy mutual respect. But 
in the middle and at the bottom no re- 
lationship is tolerated except that of 
master and servant. 

The South African problem is in the 


final analysis a human one, Given 


mutual tolerance and respect, the lack 
of political right (whether by blacks 
under a white government or vice 
versa) would not be important. But 
mutual tolerance and respect is sadly 
lacking at the individual level in 
South Africa. 

One day South Africa may consist of 
one big white and many lttle black 
states linked together in a new type 
commonwealth. Of course there still 
will be millions of black workers in the 
white sate, and a huge white economic 
stake in the black state. 

But it could work. And it could mean 
the continuance of white privilege and 
power in one part of Africa for a few 
more generations. 


On Keeping Modern 

A bank manager tells of an elderly 
farmer who called for a loan and was 
lectured in a kindly way. It was 
pointed out to him that it would be 
difficult to justify the loan unless more 
modern methods were used on his farm. 
The banker referred specifically to 
new implements which till the soil but 
leaye a mulch on top. 

“By golly,” said the farmer, “I must 
bring my boy in to talk with you. I’ve 
been preaching modern methods at 
him for three years, but he’s so danged 
old-fashioned! Change scares him, I 
guess.” 

It was a switch, but perhaps not too 
unusual. The older generation may 
not be aware of modern slang, but it 
has a tradition of moving ahead, 
changing, taking advantage of each 
new technique and insight. 

Many young Canadians are not as 
bold in their thinking as in their hair- 
dos.

They 
fear a free system because it calls for 
change and adventure. They prefer 
schemes old as Methuselah that pro- 
mise security under the name of pro- 
gress.

Though veal is popular in 
most European countries, in 
Canau. we tend to prefer fat- 
ter, more-fayourable meats. 
This is probably because we 
have not used enough imagina- 
tion in cooking veal, depend- 
ing too much on the meat a- 
lone for flavour. 

Its delicate flavour is what 
makes veal so adaptable to the 


ope. For example, Scaloppine 
in Italy, Hunters’ Steaks in 
Finland, Wiener Schnitzel in 
Germany, and Blanquette de 
Veau in France are all made 
from veal but they are very 
different from one another. 
Though it is a lean and ten- 
der meat, veal has more con- 
nective tissues than most 
others and needs long, slow 
cooking. Mushrooms and sour 
cream are both excellent with 
veal and in this recipe they 
are combined for extra good- 
ness. 


Veal and Mushrooms 
with Sour Cream 

2 pounds veal steak or shoul- 
der, % cup cooking oil or fat, 
2 tablespoons chopped onion, 
¥2 pound (1 pint) mushrooms, 
2 tablespoons flour, 1 cup com- 
mercial sour cream, 1 teaspoon 
Salt.

Q. How can I clean a zinc 
Surface? 

A. Regular washing with 
hot soapsuds will keep a zine 
surface clean.

The heaviest snowful to date 
of the 1964-65 winter season, 
which occurred last Thursday, 
added considerably to the 
ground and roof top accumula- 
tions in the Lindsay District, 
Department of Lands and For- 
ests, as indicated by the fol- 
lowing snow depths reported 
by the department’s field of- 
fices on Monday, March 1st.

The ground depths noted 
above are substantial but these 
represent accumulations on the 
level in the shelter of the woods 
The wind which accompanied 
the snow and continued after 
the snow ceased, created drifts 


substantially deeper in less 
protected areas. 
Farm Janes and suburban 


driveways are particularly vul- 
nerable to severe winter condi- 
tions, report the department, 
unless they are afforded some 
protection, as many a muscle- 
sore rural dweller can attest. 


No doubt, some of these 
people while wielding their sho- 
vels, pushing their snowblow- 
ers or lightening their wallets 
to pay removal specialists have 
wondered what measures 
might be taken to avoid a re- 
currence of the conditions that 
made it all necessary. 


Well, we cannot contro! the 
weather, so we must do the 
next best thing and lessen its 
effects, point out the Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests; 
But how? TREES! 


A row of evergreen trees 
planted 50 or 60 feet from a 
lane will halt the drifting snow 
short of the lane just as pro- 
perly installed snow fence will. 
The objection to this expedient 
is of course, that it reduces the 
working area of the fields adja- 
cent to the lane and enlarges 
the problem of weed contro] 
particularly during the trees’ 
formative years. 


We'll concede both points 
but perhaps the land between 
the wind-break and the lane 
can be profitably employed in 
the growing of a Specialty crop 
or the family garden. 


If not, an atternative plan 
making use of broad-leaved 
frees might be considered. 
When a wind of ten m.p.h. 
strikes the upper part of a 
tree it is deflected downward 
and its pace is increased so that 
at the base of the tree its speed 
might be 20 m.p.h. 


The effect of this is to scour 
the snow from the area around 
the tree’s base and for some dis- 
tance in the lee of the tree. 


A lane which is higher than 
the fields on either side of it 
and which has properly spaced 
trees bordering it can be kept 
snow free by this natural ac- 
tion. 


| Trees can be employed to 
equally good effect’when they 
are properly deployed around 


dwellings and outbuildings.

New Programme 


The Lindsay Centra) Exhibi- 
tion is one of 134 major farm 
fairs and exhibitions which 
qualifies in a new programme 
of federal prize money and 
grants announced by Agricul- 
ture Minister Harry Hays. 

Mr. Hays said the intention 
in the new programme is to en- 
courage a restoration of the 
emphasis on utility in purebred 
livestock competitions, “I be- 
lieve the programme, as it is 
introduced in our fairs and ex- 
hibitions across the country, 
will accomplish three other 
things — reduce the cost of 
showing for exhibitors, encour- 
age more breeders to exhibit 
and increase spectator inter- 
est,’ Mr. Hays commented. 

He said he believed it would 
also encourage a greater em- 
phasis on fairs and exhibitions 
as farmer education centres. 
He said, “We have come to 
these decisions only after the 
most exhaustive discussions 
wita representatives of our 
fairs and exhibitors and our 
various dairy and beef breed 
organizations.” 

Mr. Hays said it was his 
impression, on the basis of all 
the representations that have 
been made since a start was 
first made on the programme, 
that it has stirred up more in- 
terest in Canadian livestock 
circles than anything in recent 
agricultural history. 

Mr. Hays stressed that there 
is nothing mandatory about 
the programme for any of the 
country’s Class.A, Class B, 
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of prize grants 


for fairs and exhibitions 


Winter and Spring fairs. 

“A fair’s eligibility for exis- 
ting federa) grants of various 
kinds will not be affected if 
it decides not to: participate in 
the new prize schedules we are 
suggesting for purebred beef 
and dairy breed competitions”, 
he said. 

“For those fairs that do adopt 
the schedules we suggest, my 
department will match prize 
money dollar-for-dollar within 
stipulated limits, starting with 
the new exhibition season.” 

One prominent feature of 
the new classifications is a 
sharp reduction in the num 
ber of classes. 
sifications there are seven 
breeding classes and an inter 
breed steer class. The num- 
ber of dairy breed classes 
totals.nine, including the inter- 
breed best udder classification. 

The federal Department of 
Agriculture will share equally 
in prizes ranging downwards 
from $150 for the top winner 
in the beef breeds and $125 
for the best in the dairy breeds. 
To qualify, the fair’s share of 
prize money offered in 1965 
must be at least as much as it 
paid out in 1964 on cattle 
classes, 

Im order to provide for con- 
tinuing growth, fairs and exhi- 
bitions will be required to show 
a minimum increase of 5% in 
prize money paid in applicable 
class over each 5 years period, 
as 4 condition of maintaining 
eligibility for prize money 
grants.

The Ontario Department of 
Lands and Forests reports that 
fishing for brook trout 
(speckles) and brown trout has 
been traditionally associated 
with ‘ May day”, the first day of 
May, but this year angling for 
these species in some parts of 
the Lindsay District will be pet- 
mitted beginning at 12:01 a.m 
Saturday, February 27, 1966, 
and continuing until October 
4, 1965 

For the next several weeks 
they will, of course, have to 
be taken through the ice, but 
you can bet the appearance of 
the purists of the trout-fishing 
fraternity, the fly fisherman, 
will coincide with the day the 
ice “goes out”. 

The earlier opening applies 
to the waters of Peterborough 
County in the Townships of 
Burleigh (not including Stony 
Lake), Anstruther, Chandos. 
Galway, Cavendish, Methuen 
and the part of Harvey Town- 
ship lying north of Highway 36) 
and the waters of Haliburton 
County in all townships ex- 
cept Clyde and Bruton and the 
waters of Eyre Township in 
Lots 16-34 inclusive, Cons. 11 
to 14 inclusive. 

In all other parts of Peter- 
borough County except those 
mentioned above and in Vic- 
toria, Durham and Northum- 
berland Counties and Bruton 
and Clyde Townships and the 
north east corner of Eyre Town- 
ship (Lots 16-34 inclusive, Con- 
cessions 11 to 14 inclusive) in 
Haliburton County, the season 
opens May 1, 1965 and closes 
September 15, 1965. 

The rainbow trout season 
opens February 27, 1965, and 
closes October 4, 1965 in Pe- 
terborough County in the town- 
ships of Burleigh (not includ- 
ing Stoney Lake), Anstruther. 
Chandos, Galway, Cavendish, 
Methuen and the part of the 
township of Harvey lying north 
of highway 36; and in Halibur 
ton County all townships ex- 
cept Bruton and Clyde and-the 
north east corner of Eyre (Lots 
16-34, concessions 11 to 14). 

In all other parts of Petebor- 
ough County except those 
mentioned above and in Vic- 


anced in some 


of Durham and Northumber- 
land Counties lying north of 
No. 2 highway and in Bruton 
and Clyde townships and the 
north east corner of Eyre (Lots 
16-34, Concessions 11 to 14), 
in Haliburton County, the sea- 
son opens May 1, 1965; and 
closes September 15, 1965. 

In those portions of North- 
umberland and Durham Coun: 
ties lying south of highway 
No.2 the season opens May 1, 
1965 and closes November 30, 
1965. 

SPECIAL NOTE 

Although the department 
has indicated above that fish- 
ing for brook, brown and rain- 
bow trout opens May 1, 1965 
and closes September 15, 1965 
in Bruton Township it must be 
remembered that fly fishing 
only is permitted in all the 
waters within Lots 15 to 33 in 
Concessions 1 to 13 inclusive in 
Bruton township except Kings- 
cote Lake. 

Section 15A (1) of the :On- 
tario Fishery Regulations 
states that “no person shall 
fish in any of the waters set 
out in schedule 10A (the waters 
described above) by any means 
except an artificial fly’, and 
section 15A (2) states “for the 
purposes of this section artifi- 
cial fly means a single or 
double hook dressed with silk, 
tinsel, wool, fur. feathers or 
any combination of these, or 
other materials commonly 
used in making artificial flies 
but does not include a fly that 
has a spinning device or a 
weight to cause the fly to 
sink.” 

Another restriction which 
applies to both Bruton and 
Clyde townships is one that 
concerns the use of live bait. 

Schedule 11 of the Ontario 
Fishery Regulations lists the 
waters-in which the use of live 
bait is prohibited 

Included in this list are the 
following waters of the Lindsay. 
District in the Provisional 
County of Haliburton. 

{1} All-waters in the town- 
ship of Bruton other than Four 
Corner and Kingscote Lake. 

(2) All waters in the town-

40 SCOUTS ATTEND WEEKEND CAMP 


The skills of about 40 Boyserver were told a space-craft 


Scouts from Lindsay and dis- 
trict were put to the test at the 
Victoria District second annual 
winter camp at Emily Park last 
weekend, under supervision 
of District Commissioner John 
Joyce of Omemee. Boys from 
the Ist Omemee, Ist Lindsay, 
2nd Lindsay and 3rd Lindsay 
troops demonstrated their 
scouting skills and acquired 
new ones when they took to 
the open air for two days.

Routine starts

about 11 a.m. Saturday as the 
scouts began preparing their 
noon meal. The lunch, mostly

The good progress the House 

of Commons has been making 
on legislative matters slowed 
down considerably this week. 
This slowdown resulted from 
the interiection- of procedural 
motions requesting the ad- 
journment of the House to dis- 
cuss matters of urgent public 
importance. Such motions are 
an important part of the proce- 
dure of the House of Commons 
and 1 thought it might be of 
interest if J deseribed it in 
this report. 

The rules of the House of 
Commons provide that any 
member of the House may 
move the adjournment of 
proceedings for the purpose of 
discussing a matte of urgent 
public importance, Precedents 
established over the years de- 
fine the type of matters which 
are considered serious enough, 
from the standpoint of urgency 
of debate, to justify the ad- 
journment of the House, It is 
well established that the mat- 
ter must be so pressing that 
public interest will suffer if 
it is not given immediate at- 
tention. 

In order to succeed in such 
a motion the member must es- 
tablish a prima facie case of 
urgeucy of debate. It must be 
shown that the ordinary oppor- 
tunities provided by the rules 
of the House do not permit the 
subject to be brought on early 
enorigh and public interest de- 
mands that discussion take 
place immediately. 

When a motion to adjourn 


the House for the purpose of|. 


discussing a definite matter of 
urgent public importance is 
put, the Speaker must deter- 
mine whether, in the first in- 
stance, a motion so presented 
isin order. If the speaker 
finds that the matter is one 
which should properly be the 
subjet of an emergency debate} 
he rules that the motion is in 
order. The debate then pro- 
ceeds uninterrupted, until the 
end uf the session of the House 
for that day. 

The Speaker always hears 
argiiment on the point which 
he has to decide and quite of- 
ten this debate can range on 
for an hour or so after which 
the Speaker quite often makes 
4 ruling that the motion is not 
In order and therefore the 
House should not be adjourned 
to discuss the matter as re- 
quested 

On Monday Opposition Lead- 
er Diefenbaker moved the ad- 
journment of the House to dis- 
cuss the action of the Minister 
of Justice, Mr, Favreau, in 
issuing a press release com- 
menting on testimony given 
before the Dorion enquiry. In 
due course, after prolonged de- 
bates, the Speaker ruled that 
the matter was not one of such

Legis- 
lation is brought forward by 
the government and detailed 
and complicated items of le- 
gislation such as the Canada 
ension Plan may occupy the at- 
tention of the House for two or 
three weeks. There is, there- 
fore, a need for some procdure 
whereby the opposition parties 
can interject items of urgent 
national importance into the 
debates of the House on very 
short notice and the procedure 
which I have just outlined is 
designed to meet this need.

Leather-Spray Treatment 

The usually messy job of ap- 
plying neats-foot oil or other 
liquid compounds to leatner 
garments is a much cleaner 
task if the oil is applied with a 
household sprayer, preferably 
of the continuous-spray type.

The Trend to Secrecy 


There is an insidious trend to secrecy in the opera- 
tion of boards and commissions in Lindsay that should 
be nipped in the bud right now. 

Recently at a meeting of the Health Board, chair- 
man Laverne Gamble barred the press, on his own 
authority, without asking the opinion of other members 
of the board, when budget matters were discussed. 
Similarly at a recent meeting of the Recreation Com- 
mission, member D. Melville moyed that the budget por- 
tion of the meeting be held at a closed meeting. Both 
these gentlemen seem to forget that the budget delib- 
erations of boards and commissions are of public inter- 
est and that they are dealing with public funds. 
Furthermore, budget discussions have always been held 
with the press present in the past. What have these 
boards and commissions got to hide from the public? 

We have noted this trend to secrecy in the Recrea- 
tion Commission before. These are not elected repre- 
sentatives of the people but are appointed by council, 
and this is all the more reason why the activities of the 
boards and commissions should be scrutinized by the 
press, As a correspondent said in a letter to “The 
Post” recently, these boards often finish up with former 
councillors rejected by the public at the polls. 

Boards may have cause for closed meetings when 
matters of staff discipline are involyed. They have no 
right whatsoever to hold secret meetings about budget 
matters. 

It appears that the Health Board discussed the sal- 
ary of the new M.O.H. at their meeting. Usually 
reliable sources inform us that salary figures as high as 
$4,000 were discussed. We don’t know. We do know 
the former M.O.H. was paid $1,000 per annum. 

Councillor Russell Taylor said today he was per- 
turbed by the drift to secrecy. “The expenditure of 
publie funds is public business and should certainly be 
deliberated in public”, he said, “to bar reporters from 
budget sessions is wrong. If reporters were present 
they would have a full understanding of the submissions 
made to council at a later date and it would enable 
them to inquire into the need for the sums the commis- 
sions request for their annual operations.” 

Normally the mayor of Lindsay eschews secrecy, 
but despite this, a special meeting of council was called 
last Friday to discuss the private bill Lindsay was at- 
tempting to have passed through Queen’s Park. The 
press was not notified. Admittedly the meeting was 
called hurriedly but it is just as easy to have a member 
of the town hall staff make a few extra calls to the 
press as it is to round up the councillors. 

Mayor Joseph Holtom will foster confidence in his 
administration if he insists right now (before we are 
saddled with a two year term!) that all council meet- 
ings, boards and commission meetings be open to the 
Press. Publio affairs must be discussed in public.

The floater coverage on farm 
machinery, Mr, Dugan explain- 
ed, adds insurance protection 
to cover implements that may 
be upset, overturned, or in- 
volved in a collision. This 
coverage also protects against 
theft, collapse of bridges, or 
damge from breakdown of cul- 
verts. The floater coverage on 
household contents furnishes 
insurance protection against 
loss by burglary, robbery, or 
theft, he continued. 

The floater coverage on live- 
stock (excluding poultry) reim- 
burses the policy holder when 
animals stray on the road and 
are killed, or injured by any 
vehicle. He also told the policy 
holders that this floater cover- 
age also assured payment for 
animals stolen, but not for 
their mysterious disappear- 
ance, Animals while in tran- 
sit, are covered, should the 
land conveyance be involved in 
collision or upset. 

The term “Underwriting” in 
layman’s language usually 
means the appraisal of risk, 
then applying a premium rate 
which, over a term of years, 
will pay for the losses of the 
perils embraced, If conditions 
remained static, the speaker 
noted, this would not be too 
difficult an assignment, but 
life is not static, nor is the agri- 
cultural industry static.

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REPORT 


PLAN FOR 
NATURAL DISASTER 

The dictionary defines a 
disaster as anything ruinous or 
distressing that befalls; a sud- 
den great misfortune; a calam- 
ity or mishap. 

A flood, an explosion, a 
train wreck or the collision 
of two airliners above a city, 
a hurricane, earthquake or 
landslide are prime examples 
of mishaps which inevitably re- 
sult in large numbers of dead, 
injured or homeless persons 
requiring emergency care and 
attention. 


A natural disaster is defined 
as any untoward occurrence, 
short of war, which produces 
a number of casualties in ex- 
cess of 30 who require emer- 
gency treatment at one time, 
or which demands emergency 
welfare treatment for home- 
less person in excess of the 
number that could be handled 
by normal agencies. 

The plan was promoted by 
the Civil Defence Authority 
in 2onjunction with hospital, 
police, welfare and other agen- 
cies. 

Once it has been decided that 
the disaster plan should be put 
into operation, the Director of 
Civil Defence assumes all re- 
sponsibility for its scope. For 
simplicity, the plan will be con- 
sidered under two separate 
sets of circumstances: 

(1) A disaster where the 
Major emphasis required wil} 
be the care and attention of 
many human casualties, re- 
quiring hospitalization. This 
is met by the hospital disaster 
plan. 


(2) Where the major empha- 
sis will require the care and 
attention for large number of 
dazed and homeless people — 
the welfare plan. 

1. Hospital Plan 

Each hospital has a separate 
yet carefully integrated role 
to play in the overal plan. The 
Director of Civil Defence in 
putting the plan into operation 
will immediately alert these} 
hospitals and ask them to make 
preparations to receive an in- 
flux of disaster casualties in 
accordance with their designat- 
ed specific duties. The Direc- 
tor will alert all personnel by 
a special] announcement over 
loca] radio and TV stations or 
by telephone “fan-out”, 


The police will dispatch ap- 
propriate forces to the scene 
of the disaster and set up con- 
trols around hospitals. 

The administrators of the 
hospitals in due course will in- 
form the Director of Civil De- 
fence concerning: 

(a) approximately the number 
of casualfies that can be re- 
ceived; 


(b) number of patients who 
May be moved to make room 
for disaster casualties; 

(c) what additional bedding 
might be required to enable 
hospital auditoria to be con- 
verted into emergency wards.

Welfare Phase of 

Disaster Plan 

This plan has been drawn up 
to cope with a natural disaster. 
which mights cause large num-| 
bers of neople suddenly to be 
rendered homeless and depriv- 
ed of the basic essentials of 
life. A sudden flood, a mas- 
sive fire an earthquake or de- 
vastating windstorm are ex- 


cause large numbers of people 
to require humanitarian care. 
It will be appreciation how 
vital this kind of care would be 
if the disaster occurred during 
a spell of sub-zero weather. 


Upon receiving information 
that a disaster involving many 
homeless persons has occurred, 
the police will inform the Dir- 
ector of Civil Defence or one of 
his deputies by telephone. The 
Director will then consult with 
the Mayor and ask for authority 
to put the plan into operation. 


Based on the information 
received concerning the loca- 
tion, type, and magnitude of 
the disaster, the Director will 
take steps fo activate the re- 
quisite Emergency Welfare 
Centres by immediately noti- 
fying his Director of Welfare. 


Immediate basic welfare 
needs are considered to be the 
following: (a) emergency re- 
gistration of the disaster vic- 
tims, (b) emergency clothing 
(c) emergency feeding, (d) me-

dical aid, (e) and emergency 
re-housing, 


At each Welfare (Hmergen- 


cy) Centre there is a qualified 
first aid attendant registered 
for duty. These volunteer 
workers will supply any medi- 
cal attention necessary. 


Operation of a Typical 
Emergency Welfare Centre 

(a) Emergency registration 
service: Every person, regard 
less of age, will be registered 
as soon as possible after arriv- 
ing at the centre. 

(b) Emergency clothing Ser- 
vice: The Welfare Centre emer- 
gency clothing official will in- 
terview each victim of the dis- 
aster presenting a clothing re 
auisition form issued by the 
Registration section. Blankets 
will be available from Cana- 
dian Red Cross or Canadian 
Army depots. 


(c) Emergency Feeding Ser- 
vice: The Feeding section will 
arrange to serve hot beverages 
to the disaster victims and 
staff as soon as possible after 
the centre opens Within a 
matter of a few hours, cooked 
meals wil] be available for 
evervone 


(d) Medical Aid: A small 
room off the main assembly 
area would serve as a first-aid 
vost. The first-aid attendant 
wold be able to attend to per 
sons reauiring care. 

(e) Emergency lodging: 
Where the homeless family is 
able to give the name and tele- 
nhone number of a relative or 
friends who might be able to 
provide -shelter, the lodging 
officer will make contact with 
the party named and arrange 
if possible, for the family to 
be collected and temporarily 
re-housed. 


Where the disaster victims 
are without any help from their 
own resources, they will be 
rehoused as quickly as possible 
by the Lodging section. If the 
accommodation put at the dis- 
posal of Civil Defence is not 
sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of the disaster, an ap- 
peal will be made to the gener- 
al public over radio and televi- 
sion for kouseholders willing to 
take victims into their homes, 


Under any disaster condi- 
tions, prompt medical aid to 
the injured, and food, shelter 
and clothing for the homeless, 
provide a practical approach 
in times of human sufferin. 
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N.E.S. CAN HELP TOURIST 
OPERATORS, MEETING TOLD 


“Haphazard and poorly plan- 
ned hiring practises take a bite 
of $50,000 out of Ontario Tour- 
ist industry's profits” National 
Employment Services manager 
Jack Howey told resort opera- 
tors of this area Thursday in 
Peterboro. 

Jack Howey, employment re- 
lations officer in the Peterhoro 
office of the National Employ- 
ment Service ,was one of four 
panel members who addressed 
the gathering of tourist oper- 
ators attending the Hospitality 
Conference at the Club Ara- 
gon. 

Mr. Howey went into some 
detail in spelling out the cost 
of interviewing a number of 
job applicants personally by 
the operator, and the addition- 
al cost of hiring and training 
replacements, 

Starting with the billion dol- 
lar annual reyenue from tour- 
ism in Ontario, basing his esti- 
mate on industry, Mr. Howie 
figured the net profit from the 
province wide tourist resort 
operation at 3 million dollars. 
He said an estimated 150 mil- 
lion dollars was spent by tour- 
ists in this area. Of this 60 
million was spent for food and 
accommodation. 

Mr. Howey said the tourist 
industry work force is esti- 
mated at 4,500 people empley- 
ed by 460 establishments vary- 
ing from one to 100 employees 
being involved at the various 
resorts. 

Mr. Howie pointed out that 
the National Employment ser- 
vice is designed to relieve the 
tourist operators of much of 
the detail work of hiring staff 
members. He said N.E.S. did 
not hire the employee, but 
only chose one or two appli- 
cants considered suitable and 
referred them to the prospec- 
tive employer, i

NO GREATER THAN OTHER 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have a 
neighbor who suffers from epi- 
lepsy. He seems to be a very 
nice person, but since reading 
of the Ruby trial, and’ the sus- 
picion that Ruby has epilepsy, 
I frankly am frightened that 
we live so close. Is it true that 
people who suffer from epilep- 
sy tend to develop murderous 
passions? Iam also interested 
in reading about the subject 
because J] have a nephew in an- 
other state who has epilepsy. 
Mrs. X. 

Comment: Let’s turn to an 
expert for information. Al- 
though I’ve seen quite a few 
epileptic patients in my time, 
I can’t even come close to Dr. 
Samuel Livingston of Balti- 
more and John Hopkins who 
has come in contact with at 
least 15,000 such patients over 
a period of 27 years. I'll quote 
from an editorial he wrote for 
the Journal of the Medical As- 
sociation, which appeared on 
April 18, 1964: 

“The ‘average reader’ who 
has recently been exposed to 
the many newspaper articles 


get the impression the epi- 
lepsy, murder, and crimes of 
passion are related — To my 
knowledge, there are no re- 
ports in the current medical 
literature which prove that 
there is a higher rate of cri- 
minal action among epileptics 
than among other individuals 
— Based on my 27 years of 
specializing in the treatment, 
study, and contact with the 
course of living of some 15,000 
epileptic patients on every so- 
cial level, I can state positively 
that the instance of crimes 
committed by these patients 
was no greater than — even 
showed no difference from — 
that in a similar number of 
nonepileptics.” 

That should put your mind 
at ease, Mrs. X. For further in- 
formation on the subject of 
epilepsy itself, 1 recommend 
Dr, Samuel Livingston's book, 
‘Living with Epileptic Seiz- 
ures.” Although I have never 
met the good doctor, I congra- 
tulate him on its conciseness, 
readability and informative- 
ness. Not only doctors, but 
the public as well, can find it 
in the answers to many prob- 


patients. (The publisher is 
Charles C. Thomas, Springfield 
Tl.) 

ULCERS AND TEA 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
a stomach ulcer, I read years 
ago that if you dunk a tea bag 
first into one cup of hot water 
and then into anothrer, the se- 
cond cup will be almost free of 
caffeine. Can J drink it this 
way without harm? Mrs.. I. 

Comment: It’s evident that 
the second cup will be weaker. 
As for the possible harm, bet- 
ter take it up with your doctor. 
Some physicians don’t allow 
any tea or coffee for ulcer pa- 
tients; for it is true that taking 
these increases the acidity in 
the stomach. However, I’ve 
known ulcer patients who feel 
perfectly comfortable after 
weak tea or even after strong 
coffee. As they say,.it all de- 
pends upon personal reaction.

CHRONIC ANXIETY 
CAN BE OVERCOME 


It’s normal to be scared. 
Otherwise, why is it the rule 
for anyone crossing the street 
(unless he’s an absent-minded 
professor) to turn his head 
from side to side to make cer- 
tain a car isn’t bearing down 
on him? Self-preservation, vou 
strain on patients who have 
it is. But tied in with it nor- 
mally, is fear. 

When any kind of fear he-| 
comes abnormally prolonged, 
another name for it will 
take over; there are ques- 
tions that require individual 
answers. The huge web of 
chronic anxiety imprisons var- 
jous people in distinctly per- 
sonal ways. 

Most people who suffer 
chronic fears, usually do so in 
hopeless desperation. They say 
“There’s no cure for this. I'll 
never get over it’. Not true. 
Many improve dramatically. 


NOT FOREVER TO FEAR 


You will discover that many 
fears can be mastered or, at 
least, neutralized. Perhaps 


you sit in a darkened theatre. 
You won't have to choose a 
seat on the aisle so you can 
quickly scurry out when fear 
suddenly throws your palpi- 
tating heart into high gear. 
Not forever will you be a- 
fraid to go out into the street} 
to do some ordinary shopping 
for the house. Not forever 
will you be afraid to meet 
strangers at a tea or cocktail 
party or dinner. Not forever 
will you be afraid to go on an 
automobile trip and remain an 
actual prisoner in your own 
home. 


Fears and anxieties come, as 
many of you know, in hun- 
dreds of variations that try the 
human soul. What I have been 
trying to say is that these 
would be unbearable if it were 
true that they will be a part of 
you for the rest of your life. 
With will and fortitude, and an 
understanding physician and a 
sympathetic family, it is not 
surprising that so many over- 
come their anxieties suffici- 
ently to enjoy life; and live like 
their normal neighbors who 


requires the supreme tests of 
will and patience, I have seen 
too many patiients improve, so 
I do not admit that it is hope- 
less.

(UPI)—For three years the United 
States withheld economic aid from 
British Guiana out of a conviction that 
Cheddi Jagan, its Bast Indian-descend- 
ed premier, intended to establish it as 
the first Marxist nation on the main- 
land of South America. 

Geographically, British Guiana is 
hardly more than a dent on the North- 
ern South American coast, but it bord- 
ers both Brazil and Venezuela, which 
are important targets of Communist in- 
filtration, and it has easy access to 
Castro's Communist Cuba 

Jagan, who makes no bones about 
his Marxist leanings, also is an admir- 
er of Castro and received important 
help from the Cuban leader in his run- 
ning battles with the colony’s Negro 
population and the British. 

Jagan is the leader of British Gui- 
ana’s East Indian group which makes 


up about 42 per cent of its population. _ 


In three years of rule, Jagan not 
only had wrecked the colony's economy 
but also had succeeded in setting Hast 
Indians and Negroes at each other's 
throats. 

Negroes make up 38 per cent of the 
population. The remainder is a mix- 
ture. 

Last December, in general elections 
held under new rules of proportional 
representation imposed by the British 
Colonial Office, Jagan lost his job. 

Into office’ went negro leader Forbes 
Burnham, regarded as a moderate. in 
coalition with a smaller party led by 
Peter D’Agular, a Portuguese business- 
man. . 9 : 
Burnham, like Jagan, demands early 
independence and, like Jagan, he is 
unlikely to get it. But he tackles his 
job with the best wishes of the United 
States and Britain. 

The United States is reported about 
ready to extend $5 million in economic 
aid and the British Government has 
pledged $7 million in development 
funds. 

Much of the money is expected to go 
into public works with the immediate 
objective to relieve unemployment. 
Public buildings will be restored and 
toads built. Private investors also are 
showing renewed faith. They have 
purchased more than $3 million in goy- 
ernment bonds and the Reynolds Met-

In his government, Burnham has in- 
cluded all elements of British Guiana’s 
population, and a state objective is to 
gain the faith of the East Indians. 

Unfortunately, the divisive elements 
remain. 

Jagan’s party still controls 24 of the 
colony's legislative seats but continues 
to boycott the legislature. 

A visit by British Colonial Secretary 
Anthony Greenwood made no Progress 
toward healing the rift. 

During his visit more than 100 acres 
of sugar cane and more than 100 tele- 
graph poles were destroyed as a sign 
of protest. And there are threats that 
the violence which in pre-election 
months took more than 170 lives may 
be renewed. 

Economically, ‘British Guiana de- 
pends upon sugar, rice, Bauxite and 
hardwoods. Even with peace restor- 
ed there is little hope that it could be- 
come self-supporting. 

And with Jagan’s East Indians now 
resorting to a demand for partition, 
both peace and a visible economy seem 
far away. 


Play Safe 

Publisher Kingsbury Smith believes 
that too many drivers lack respect for 
traffic laws. In a speech quoted by the 
Ontario Safety League he said: 

“Americans tend to embrace a spec- 
ial moral code affecting ownership and 
operation of their cars. They can ab- 
hor rape, treason, murder and arson, 
yet shrug away normally the acts of 
those on the public highways who kill 
and destroy more each year than all 
other forms of man’s inhumanity to 
man- 

Citizens who demand more protec- 
tion against crime activity will oppose 
the use of unmarked police cars to con- 
trol traffic and battle chemical tests 
for suspected drunken drivers. Out- 
witting traffic law enforcement is a 
socially-accepted game by some, but 
aiding and abetting those who break 
other laws is vicious. Hence we must 
attack unsafe driving by clearly recog- 
nizing that too many drivers suffer

Man Fined $500, Loses Licence 


TOLD COURT THAT CALF 
CAUSED HIS CAR TO WEAVE 


Stephen R, Moloney, 37, of 
RR9 Peterboro was fined $500 
and $107 costs or six months 
in the Ontario Reformatory 
and lost his driving privileges 
for two years when he was con- 
victed of dangerous driving by 
Magistrate Jan Munro in Lind- 
say Police Court Thursday. 

The accused was alleged to 
have placed traffic in jeopardy 
for seven miles when his ve- 
hicle weaved from one side 


. |of the highway to the other dur- 


ing his trip from Lindsay to 
the south of Reaboro where it 
crashed head-on with a car dri- 
ven by John N. Timberlake a- 
bout 6:30 p.m. on November 
26. ; 
David L. Campbell of the 
Camp Borden RCAF station, 
who had been a passenger in 
a car which followed the Mol- 
oney vehicle from Lindsay ex- 
plained to the court, “We 
would have passed it (the Ma- 
loney car) but it would have 
put us in jeopardy and we 
would haye probably been put 
into the ditch ourselves had 
we tried to pass.” Mr. Camp- 
bell said the vehicle was con- 
stantly weaving enroute. 
Lindsay OPP Constable 
Donald Reeds who investigat- 
ed told the court both cars, a 
1958 model and a 1959 model, 
were totally wrecked in the 
crash. He said when he ar- 
rived the defendant was sit- 
ting in the west ditch with his 
11-year-old son, wrapped in a 
blanket, lying beside him. He 
said the boy sustained a frac- 
tured jaw and Mr. Moloney had 
cuts to his mouth. a cut under 
his left eye and his knees were 
scraped. 
Constable Reeds said the ac- 
cused had been drinking and 


+ he found a quantity of liquor in 
the car. 

The constable told the court 
Mr. Timberlake sustained a 
fractured right tibia and ma- 
jor Jacerations to his right knee 
and lacerations to his right 
hand. Both Mr. Timberlake and 
his wife, who suffered from 
concussion, had been shower- 
ed with broken glass from the 
windshield. 

Evidence showed the accus- 
ed had been to the sale barns 
in Lindsay to sell some cattle 
and he had purchased a calf 
which he had placed in the 
trunk of the car. The defense 
claimed that the calf in the 
trunk of the car made handling 
the car difficult and cause it 
to weave. 

Crown Attorney Lorne Jor- 
dan remarked at this point, 
“T don’t think the calf was 
weaving — it was the driver!” 

Magistrate Munro said the 
evidence showed the accused 
was under the influence of al- 
cohol enough to render him 
unfit to drive. 

Referring to a recent state- 
ment in Lindsay court by M. J. 
Cunningham Q.C., Magistrate 
Munro pointed out that “dan- 
Serous driving fills the gap be- 
tween careless driving and cri- 
minal negligence.” He told 
the accused that the death toll 


in motor vehicle accidents 
had reached an appalling de- 
gree. “The sad part of it is, 
people using the highways and 
committing no offence are will- 
fully put in jeopardy by a man 
who drives in this manner.” 
After the conviction on the 
dangerous driving charge, 
Crown Attorney Lorne Jordan 
withdrew charges of careless 
driving and impaired driving.

And the number of gar- 
deners, on small, medium or 
grand scale, increases each 
year,

Giant Glass House 


The Royal Botanic Garden, in Edin- 
burgh Scotland, is to have a giant glass- 
house, where exotic plants will be dis- 
played in a way never before achieved 
anywhere in the world. 

It will be more than 400 feet long and 
60 feet wide, and will cost £200,000.

Will Gaullist era continue? 


Paris (UPI) — President Charles 
De Gaulle’s supprters already are 
mapping plans for continuing the 
Gaullist era after De Gaulle. 

Their aim is to extend Gaullism into 
the 1970's—long after Charles’ De 
Gaulle himself may have stepped down 

The first public move in the new 
long-term Gaullist campaign was 
launched Feb. 28 by Interior Minister 
Roger Frey. 

In a speech in the Paris suburb of 
Asnieres, Frey unveiled a blueprint for 
transforming the ruling Gaullist union 
for the new republic (UNR), France's 
largest single political party since 1958, 
into a huge middle-of-the-road political 
group pledged to carry on De Gaulle’s 
ideas and policies. 

Frey spoke as the country warmed 
up for local city and town council elec- 
tions March 14 and 21. 

But it already has become clear that 
French politicians are thinking and 
planning far beyond this voting. 

The first major objective of De 
Gaulle supporters is to ensure his re- 
election by a massive majority for a 
second term in presidential elections 
next December. It already is assumed 
De Gaulle will run for a second term, 
even though he will be 75 years old in 
November. ’ 

Gaullist supporters have begun plan- 
ning strategy aimed at again winning 
control of the National Assembly (Low- 
er House) for the third consecutive

In the last parliamentary general el- 
ections in November 1962, the Gaul 
list UNR racked up 6,165,000 votes, or 
40.5 per cent of the whole electorate, 
and won an absolute majority in the 
National Assembly. 

The aim of Gaullist leaders is to re- 
peat this feat. 

It has been widely reported, though 
without official confirmation, that if 
the UNR wins again in 1967, De Gaulle 
might step down then at the age of 77 
in favor of a younger successor backed 
by a parliamentary majority pledged 
to continue Gaullist policies. 

De Gaulle’s supporters are haunted 
by the fear that once the general has 
stepped down Gaullism will fall apart. 
The UNR is strictly a Gaullist party and 
dates back less than seven years. It 
lacks entirely the history and tradi- 
tions of France’s older parties such as 
the Socialists, Radical Socialists and 
even the Communists. 

Leading UNR members fear that, 
with De Gaulle gone from the political 
scene, there will be no one of his stat- 
ure capable of carrying on his policies, 

Frey indicated in his speech that he 
and other top-ranking UNR leaders 
want to bolster the Gaullist moyement 
in the long haul by attracting to it per- 
manently large number of voters from 
the Socialists, Radical Socialists, Cath- 
olic Popular Republicans (MRP) and 
other groups.

MASONS REACT 
ANGRILY TO 
TV PROGRAMME 


London (UPI) — British free- 
mason reacted angrily today 
to a television programme 
which claimed to expose some 
of the organization’s secrets. 

The programme, “Free Mas- 
onry, the Open Secret”, was 
broadcast last night by the 
BBC. The 45-minute pro- 
gramme showed an initiation 
ceremony, a candidate’s entry 
into the various degrees of the 
order, and a secret handshake. 
It disclosed several passwords. 

“Tt was an intrusion into our 
legitimate affairs”, said the 
Earl of Scarborough. He is 
Grand Master of the United 
Grand Lodge of Ancient Free 
and Accepted Masons of En- 
gland. 

“Tt seems odd to put on this 
programme without the good- 
will of some half a million indi- 
viduals who are Freemasons”. 

The Rev. Dr. William Baxter 
a Glasgow Freemason, was al- 
so enraged. He appeared on 
the filmed programme but did 
not see it until it was broad- 
cast. 

“This was a complete tra- 
vesty”, Baxter said. “Inaccu- 
rate and a load of rubbish. I 
was shocked. It was nothing 
like what I had expected and 
nothing like what happens in 
a Masonic lodge”. 

The documentary programme 
was written and produced by 
James Dewar. He said he had 
been refused assistance from 
the United Grand Lodge of En- 
gland the Grand Lodge of Scet 
land and the Grand Lodge of 

New York State.

Many times a story dealing 
with interesting people and 
stories of an historical nature 
will lead to more stories of the 
dim and distant past. The ar- 
ticle on the birth of the horse- 
Jess carriage, the motor car, in 
Lindsay and many people who 
were in business selling these 
ancient transportation vehicles, 
caused one reader to volunteer 
information regarding the 
days when Lindsay had seven 
or eight livery stables, and a 
hundred or more good livery 
horses. 

The liveries were usually lo- 
cated near one of the seven or 
eight hotels on the main street. 
These locations were due to the 
fact that the hotels catered to 
many a commercial traveller. 
The “drummers” of “knights 
of the road”, arrived by train, 
put up at a local hotel and on 
the following day hired a single 
horse or a lively team of horses 
to cover the entire territory. 
It was a common practice for 
travellers to drive 25 and some- 
times 50 miles a day to Victoria 
Road, Coboconk, Minden. Hali- 
burton, Fenelon Falls, Bobcay- 
geon, Janetyille and other 
places. 

Travelers demanded good 
horses and soon the liverymen 
knew what kind of a driver the 
traveller was, whether he was 
hard on horses or fair to the 
equines. Liveries did a lucra- 
tive business despite the ex- 
pense of having good vehicles, 
good horses, strong harness 
and a liberal supply of hay and 
oats. 

One of the oldest livery 
stables was owned by a man 
named Gunnigle and the stable 
was located on York Street 
north between the Legion Hall 
and Eaton’s emporium. Part 
of this brick structure is still 
standing. Hos most popular 
‘cabbie” was a man known as 
“Friday” Madison, a driver who 
sat very erect, one who was 
courteous and he had a good 

clientelle, Judge McMillan 
was one of his best customers. 
The good natured Judge lived 
on Mill Street and frequently 
called for his favorite cabbie. 

Madison was one who enjoy- 
ed a drink and he had a few 
cronies who occasionally held 
a “bullion” late Saturday 
nights in one of the livery 
barns. It was Madison’s job 
to load his hack with sticks of 
wood for the fire. One morn- 
ing “Friday received a call 
from the Judge and hastened 
to answer. Arriving at the 
palatial residence of Judge 
McMillan, the cabby stepped 
down and politely opened the 
door for the judge. Lo and 
behold the double seat in the 
cab was half filled with wood 

for the feast. However, the 

Judge good naturedly climbed 

in with the driver and was tak- 

en to the Court House, 

There was a livery stable at 
one time where Arnold’s Gar- 

age is now located, immediate- 

ly west of the Grand Hotel. 

One of the oldest liveries was 

situated on York street south 

and was operated by a man 
named Jewett. Later on the 
stable was taken over by the 

Workman’s. 

For some years Wiliam and 

James Workman operated a 

livery on Kent Street east, now 

the barn used by Charles 

Lamb, auctioneer. As the years 

went by and the automobile 

became into being James Work- 
man handled a cab from his 
home on Wellington street, 
which is today the home of 
his son James, who is well 
known as a mai) carrier. 

Former Mayor of Lindsay 


white brick livery stable on 
York street south. It was one 
of the best in the entire area 
with the horses occupying 
stalls on the second floor and 
the carriages, sleighs and cut- 
ters stored on the ground floor. 
Mr. Armstrong also built the 
brick residence at the corner 


of York and Russell Streets. 


Bob and Charles Lindsay 
were among the best known 
liverymen with a stable on 
Cambridge street, the present 
Colonial Bus Depot. Charles 
Lindsay went in for prize win- 
ning show horses and he drove 
some of the best in the district. 
Ossie Dagenais also ran a livery 
stable in the same location on 
Cambridge Street and later 
moved to a large stable at the 
rear of what is still known as 
Elsmure Lane on Kent Street, 
the lane running between 
Woolworth’s and the Crest 
Hardware. 
COINED NAME 
At that time the old Daly 
House, the Pym Hotel and the 
Darch Hotel and the Elsmure 
Hotel were operated on Kent 
Street. The Elsmure was on 
the present location of the 
Woolworth store and received 
its name from the late F. W. 
Sutcliffe who owned the Sut- 
cliffe Store (now Zeller’s) and 
later owned the Elsmure, the 
name being derived by using 
the first names of two daugh- 
ters Elsie and Muriel Sutcliffe. 
When Dagebais sold the liy- 
ery business it was to a well 
known townsman, Charles 
Lamb, now member of parlia- 
ment for Victoria and Halibur- 
ton. Charlie prided himself on 
having good horses, His hors- 
es were always in the best of 
condition and he supplied good 
drivers. 
James A. Isaac was a far- 
mer in Fenelon Township be- 
fore moving to Lindsay to open 
a livery business, on York 
Street, the location being im- 
mediately behind the old Simp- 
son Hotel, now Claxton’s de- 
partment store. Isaac ran a 
good livery and later on adapt- 
ed himself to the automobile 
business when he became agent 
for the Star, Durant and Flint. 
Today the automobile has 
superseded the equine and 
even the old village blacksmith 
has been erased from the 
scene, except for the odd spe- 
cialized blacksmith business 
carried on by L. Cain on Lind- 
say street south, who is one of 
the expert manufacturer’s of 
racing shoes for the trotters 
and pacers. 
However, that is 
story to be told.

Pictures serve as records, 
momentos, publicity material, 
teaching devices and make ex- 
cellent showpieces for the 
home or office desk. 

Let’s look at some picture-| 
taking hints for hobbies; al-| 
though we'll concentrate on} 
two specific activities, garden- 
ing and model railroading, 
keep in mind that the same 
photographic principles 
readily be adapted to any 
hobby — your hobby. 

If your interest happens to 
be raising flowers, you've a 
goldmine of photogenic mater- 
ial.

U.S. Postmaster General 
John A, Gronouski yesterday 
made public the design of the 
Magna Carta commemorative 
postage stamp which will be 
issued with first day ceremo- 
nies June 15 in Jamestown, 
Virginia. 

The 5-cent stamp marks the 
750th anniversary of the great 
charter, the basis of English 
and American common law. 

Design is by Brook Temple, 
New York City artist, who 
makes his debut on a postage 
stamp with a highly-distinctive 
rendition of the conflict be- 
tween King John and his rebel- 
lious barons. The horizontal 
stamp is in two panels, gold 
background at the top, purple 
at fhe bottom. In the top pan- 
el, in black, is a procession of 
barons, their banners flying 
defiantly In the lower panel is} 
the crown, in black.. This su- 
bordinate position symbolizes | 
the triumph of the people over 
the king. 

At top in black gothic is 
“United States Postage 5c”. 
At bottom, in similar type, is 
“Magna Carta 1215”. 

Vignette and background 
were engraved by Arthur W./ 
Dintaman; date, lettering and 
numerals are by George A. 
Payne, of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing. Print 
order for the Giori press is| 
112,000,000. | 

Collectors desiring first day 
cancellations may send addres- 
sed envelopes, together with 
remittance to cover the cost 
of the stamps to be affixed, to 
the Postmaster, Jamestown, 
Virginia 23081.

“The Victoria County His- 
torical Society will be most de- 
lighted if council can see fit 
to take over the Victoria 
County Museum” Dr. R. M. 
Parker told members of Lind- 
say town council Monday 
night. 

Dr. Parker was spokesman 
for a delegation from the His- 
torical Society who approached 
counci] Monday. Other mem- 
bers of the delegation were D. 
McQuarrie and William 
Schwarz. 

In his presentation to coun- 
cil, Dr. Parker informed the 
members the Society plans to 
add a new structure on the 
front of the present museum, 
which will enhance the appear- 
ance of the building. “There 
is no reason we should not 
make it a museum to be 
proud of” he noted, adding the 
Society is planning a financial 
campaign to raise the money. 

Dr. Parker asked council 
members to consider a grant 
of $1,000 to assist the work of 
the Society. He said the plan- 
ned addition has been estimat- 
ed to cost between $11,000 and 
$14,000. He said plans includ- 
ed wash rooms, as well as a 
room for the use of curators, 
who give their time free of 
charge to promote the mu- 
seum, Additional display space 
will also be included, and pre- 
sent plans include painting and 
finishing the 100 year old 
barn, and landscaping the area, 
plus the planting of shrubbery. 

Dr. Parker explained the so- 
ciety wished to present a se- 
cond very important request. 
“The Society suggests coun- 
cil consider taking- over the 
Victoria County Museum”. If 
the council took over owner- 
ship an annual grant of 
$1,000 would be available to 
the museum from the provin- 
cial government, plus one- 
third of the curator’s salary, 
Dr, Parker explained, “Over 
60 museums in the province of 
Ontario are now municipally 
owned”, Dr. Parker stated, 
“And the government is de- 
lighted to support them by a 
grant”. He mentioned the 
Feneion Falls Museum as one 
example. 

Dr. Parker related some of 
the history of the Victoria 
County Museum from its begin- 
ning by Dan McQuarrie in 1955.

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Some Cheaters are Caught 


While Prime Minister Pearson and 
other Canadians are concerned about 
maintaining high slandards of integ- 
rity and conduct in government, people 
in the United States are concerned with 
another phase of a similar problem. 
Perhaps it is a more serious problem 
because most of the people involved 
south of the border are of college age. 
The U. &. Air Force Academy has a 
code whereby students cannot in honor 
cheat at examinations. The honor 
system was established quite a long 
time ago, and the origin may haye been 
at West Point. But it is faltering in 
the Air Foree. A number of cadets 
have been dismissed from and conse- 
quently disgraced the Academy. All 
over the country people are gravely 
concerned and are writing letters to 
editors. 

Princeton, one’ of the most highly 
regarded of colleges, exacts a pledge, 
and each student inscribes on each 
paper, “I pledge my honor as 4 gentle- 
man that during this examination I 
have neither given nor received assis- 
tance.” A former naval officer rath- 
er complacently writes that in his day 
marks were made because they were 
deserved. There are no apologists in a 
group of eleven letter writers to one 


paper, but there is concern over the 
problem of the student who catches an- 
other student cheating and is in honor 
bound to tell on him. One writer from 
Illinois suggests that “17-year-olds and 
editorial writers” reveal the incongrui- 
ties of applied morality in an immoral 
society. 

Canadians are not so smug that 
they would be sure that there is no 
cheating in examinations in celleges, 
or even before the students reach col- 
lege. There must be a strong tempta- 
tion at times but it is highly probable 
that the professors and those who pre- 
pare papers are careful, most careful, 
to see that no candidate for the exam- 
ination gets a look at the questions 
in advance. There are bound to be 
scandals, and the effort must ever re~ 
main to keep the opportunity for cheat- 
ing at a minimum. 


This is the age of violence and it also 
seems to be the age of lying and cheat- 
ing. Probably the two go together. 

Honesty and other forms of morality 
should be inculcated in the child at the 
mother’s knee. If this ingrained habit 
of honesty is there when a child starts 
school there will be no need for police 
forces, courts, or jails. 


Help for Wayward Orangutans 


Singapore (UPI)—An organization 
in southeast Asia is dedicated to the 
well being of wayward Orangutans. 

According to naturalists, the pot bel- 
lied primates need all the help they can 
get. Through centuries of exploita- 
tion by man, the animals have dwindled 
ho about 4,000, all of them in the rain 
forests of Sumatra and Borneo. 

The organization, the Orangutan Re- 
covery Service (OURS) has a three- 
fold goal. 

Jt aims to squash the lucrative smug- 
gling of hot Orangutans through Sing- 
apore. It also places some Orangs in 
respectable zoos. 

And for the young animals who lost 
their mothers when they were captured, 
the service is attempting to rehabilitate 
them so they can return to the jungle 
and take their place in un-organized 
society. 

Orangutan means “man of the jun- 
gle” in the Malay language and the an- 
imals come uncomfortably close. 

An Ape-like creature with long arms, 
ham hands and a furry complexion, the 
Orangutan can be taught most of man’s 
pad habits. He can learn to smoke 
cigarettes and drink beer (and some 
stiffer drinks). He can be taught to 
sleep in bed with a blanket and sit at a 
table for dinner. 

The Orangutan’s reputation has 
made him a hot seller, sought after by 
z00&, circuses and university zoology 
professors. 

The demand has forced the price up 
to 4 point where young Orangutans 
bring anywhere from $1,700 to $2,400 
on Singapore's animal market. The 
principal buyers are in the United 
States, Burope and Japan. 

Orangutans on the market are easily 
portable youngsters, captured by local 

residents and soldiers on Borneo and 
Sumatra after they shot the protecting 
mother. 

To reverse the trend, Mrs. Barbara 
Harrison, 40, the German-born wife 


Renewal of Hope 


Renewed hope is being given a vast 
army of men and women at war against 
a disease which yearly deprives Canada 
of thousands of citizens, 380 of them 
in 1963 under ten years of age. 

The phenomenal growth of the On- 
tarlo Division, Canadian Cancer Soci- 
ety, runs parallel to that of renewed im- 
petus and recent developments in can- 
cer research, according to Dr. Gordon 
F. Whitmore, internationally renowned 
cancer research scientist working at 
the Ontarlo Cancer Institute, Toronto. 

This hope in final-victory by the sci- 
entists is being felt by the army of 50,- 
000 men and women who work to sup- 
port them in Ontario, Through head- 
quarters in 12 Districts, 95 Units, 229 
Branches and 300 Sections, these vol- 
unteers are active in the vital areas of 
public education, service to cancer pa- 
tients, extension and maintenance of 
large geographical areas and in the 
yearly campaign for funds. 

In each of these “behind the front 
lines” areas the banner of hope is held 
high. In the Society's public and in- 
dustrial education programme there is 
hope, and definite proof of saving lives. 
In its extension and maintenance of 
geographical areas, more men, women 
and children are reached. In its pro- 
gramme of direct pratical service to 
cancer patients more patients are giv- 
en the hope and assistance oftén des- 


: \ 


of the curator of the Sarawak museum, 
organized the Orangutan Recovery Ser- 
vice. Through trips and letters, she 
enlisted the support of some leading 
zoos and organizations. 

In a jungle clearing not far from the 
steaming Sarawak capital of Kuching, 
Mrs. Harrison is supervising the reha- 
bilitation program of three young Or- 
apgutans. 

Unable to survive in the jungle with- 
out their mothers to teach them, the 
animals are being trained to face life 
on the outside of a cage. A Dayak na- 
tive serves as the foster father of each 
of the Orangs and daily packs his 
charge off into the jungle for some on- 
the-job learning. 

The main method is by leaving the 
animals by themselves for longer and 
longer periods. It is a fearsome thing. 
The Orangutan often will shreik like a 
baby when deserted. 

Only the young and unspoiled qualify 
for rehabilitation. Those with two or 
three years in a cage during the form- 
ative years are considered too civil- 
ized to survive on the outside. 

In Singapore, the Orangutan’s best 
friend is a blue eyed Briton named 
Charles Shuttleworth. The local rep- 
resentative of OURS, Shuttleworth’s 
job is to stamp out Oranguton smug- 
gling and where possible seize the furry 
contrabrand.

Because of its location, Singapore 
has served as a clearing house for Or- 
angutan dealers for years. Until re- 
cently, authorities paid little attention 
to the fact that it was illegal to bring in 
or export an animal without a permit. 

At 39, Shuttleworth is a veteran of 
15 years of living in and near the Mal- 
ayan jungles, He came from Chester, 
near Liverpool to serve in the Malayan 
Police Force during the Communist up- 
rising and stayed on as a naturalist and 
lately an author of books about the 

Malaysian jungle.

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Propaganda Targets 


(UPI)—Despite the fact that the 
United States remaine Red China’s No. 
1 propaganda target, the Chinese are 
not neglecting Africa. 

There the Chinese press both their 
policies against the United States and 
their struggle with the Soviet Union for 
influence in Afro-Asian affairs. 

Recent events illustrate the yarying 
degrees of their success. 

In January the Chinese suffered a 
major setback when the African King- 
dom of Burundi suspended diplomatic 
relations and ordered Chinese diplo-_— 
mats out of the country. 

Burundi’s capital of Bujumbura on 
the shores of Lake Tanganyika had 
been regarded as a major headquarters 
for Chinese subversion and propagan- 
da against the West. 

From Bujumbura, Chinese agents 
advised and financed Congolese reb- 
els and supplied them with arms tran- 
shipped atross Tanzania, the former 
independent countries of Tanganyika 
and Zanzibar. 

The Red Chinese Embassy staff was 
the largest in the capital and Chinese 
funds were flowing into the pockets of 
Burundi politicians. 

On Jan. 15 came the Assassination of 
Premier Pierre Ngendandumwe, who 
had been appointed to check Chinese 
influence. Most of those arrested in 
the plot were identified with the pro- 
Chinese group. 

The break with China came two 
weeks later. 

In the latter half of February, the 
Chinese bounced back with a treaty of 


friendship with Tanzania. 

Red Chinese influence had been par- 
ticularly strong in Zanzibar where the 
Chinese promoted themselves not only 
as revolutionaries but the nation with 
recent expriences and problms most 
similar to Zanzibar, particularly in ag- 
riculture. 

Although President Julius K. Yny- 
erere of the newly-combined state had 
been regarded as an African moderate 
and had been warmly received in 
Washington in 1962, his relations with 
the United States have sharply declin- 
ed—especially since his nation became 
@ way point for shipment of Chinese 
arms into black Africa. 

Ambassadors from both nations have 
been summoned home. 

In announcing the new treaty, the 
Chinese praised Ynyerere’s courage 
in defying the U. 8S. “Paper Tiger”. 

In Algeria, the Chinese’ moved strong- 
ly to offset large-scale Soviet military 
aid. 

On Feb. 12, the 12,000-ton cargo ship 


Shuguang (The Light of Dawn) dock-- 


ed in Algiers harbour. It was a Red 
Chinese Gift to Algeria. Previously it 
had been announced that the two gov- 
ernments had signed an agreement for 
the supply of “some materials” for Al- 
geria’s popular militia. The Chinese 
also have been active in Algeria on the 
cultural level. 

There was speculation that the Chi- 
nese were seeking Algerian support 
for the campaign to ban the Russians 
from the forthcoming Afro-Asian Con- 
ference scheduled to be held in Algiers 
on June 29. 


Foreign News Commentary 


(UPI)—Of the small wars that dis- 
turb International tranquility probably 
the most tiresome is the war in Yemen. 

Neither the Republicans supported by 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser of the 
United Arab Republic nor the Royalists 
supported by Saudi Arabia can win nor 
can either side figure a way out. 

A cease-fire arranged between Nas- 
ser and Crown Prince Faisal of Saudi 
Arabia has broken down and now the 
signs from Cairo are that Nasser has 
decided on another all-out effort to 
drive the Royalists from their strong- 
holds in the Razih Mountains and out 
of the country. oat 

Since the military coup’ which over- 
threw the young Iman Mohamad Al- 
Badr in September, 1962, it is estimated 
that the cost in dead may be as high as 
100,000. 

One reason that the war defies set- 
tlement is that, as in most other such 
cases, its underlying causes extend far 
beyond the borders of Yemen. 

When Yemeni officers overthrew the 
Iman, Yemen still was to emerge into 
modern times. The legendary land of 
the Queen of Sheba, unlike the remain- 
der of the Arabian Peninsula, has plen- 
ty of rainfall to support agriculture. 

But, since the departure of the 
Turks in 1917, it had been ruled by fear 
under priest-kings of the Zeidi Moslem 
sect. Its borders were ill-defined and 
it had little sense of national unity. 

Today, the Republican government 
of President Abdullah Al-Sallal could 
not exist without the support of Nas- 
ser’s troops. 

Nor could the Iman, supported by 
Zeidi Moslem tribes, fight back from the 
mountain fastnesses without the help 
of arms and money flowing from Saudi 
Arabia and to a lesser degree from the 
British-controlled South Arabian Fed- 
eration. 

Further, it is argued, Nasser neither 
could afford the steady flow of weapons 
nor maintain his army now raised to 
50,000 men in Yemen without the aid 
he has received both from the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 

Nor could Saudi Arabia afford its aid 
without the flow of oil. 

The United States recognized the 
new Yemen Regime and since has 
sought unsuccessfully to pressure all 
sources of outside aid to withdraw 
their support. : 

Nasser chose this backward land for 
his battleground for several reasons. 

First, as leader of a socialist revolu- 
tion and as a powerful voice in the 
Middle Hast, he dare not stand still. 

Also asa revolutionary leader he 
must eliminate the influence of the 
Saudi Arabians who under Prince Fais- 
al represent tradition and an attempt 
to bring about reforms through evolu- 
tion rather than revolution. 

Second is Nasser’s determination to 
eliminate British influence in the 
Middle-Hast. Nasser refers to the 
South Arabian Federation as the ‘‘oc- 
cupled south.” Both Britain and Saudi 


blame the reporters.

Arabia are blocks on his way to the 
Midwestern oil. 

The issue is far from settled. If 
Nasser could free his troops in Yemen, 
he could then increase his military 
pressure upon Israel. But he cannot 
let go. 

And the Iman still could win. The 
Egyptians are unpopular in Yemen and 
the Iman is seeking support with prom- 
ises that, once the Egyptians are with- 


drawn, he will bow to a legislative as- 


sembly “elected by the people.”

due to financial trouble 


Bethany (PNS) — Manvers 
United Church, four miles 
south west of Bethany was of- 
ficially closed last week. Chan- 
ging times, changing popula- 
tion, easier access to larger 
centers has made the closing 
of smaller churches in rural 
areas almost inevitable. 

At one time there were over 
sixty families connected with 
this church which served the 
area around Manvers Station 
for over one hundred years; 
yet only eleven persons at- 
tended the final service, con- 
ducted by Rev. Wm. Piercy of 
Bethany. 

Manvers congregation have 
found it impossible to finance 
the upkeep of the church and 
their share of the minister's 
salary. Decision to close was 
sanctioned last month by Peter- 
borough Presbytery. 

Manvers’ history goes hack! 
many years, although the date 
of original opening is not 
known. Two of the earlier 
settlers gave the land free of 
charge for a church and schoo]

Mr. Galimbert said it was 
his understanding that Port 
Perry has now secured the ser- 
vices of a consulting engineer- 
ing firm to give their council 
an appreciation of the costs 
involved in the provision of 
sewage treatment. This is al- 
ways the first major step on 
the road to an installation. 


few years ago,” remarked Mr. 
Galimbert, who added, “Ordin- 
arily it is not customary for a 
municipality of that size to in- 
stall sewage treatment until a 
reasonable period of time has 
elapsed.” He said the com- 
mission’s pollution surveys in- 
dicated there was some pollu- 
tion at Bobcaygeon from a 
creamery, but the over-al] prob- 
lem in that area gave little 
cause for concern. “In fact”, 
he said, “there appears more 
need for the provision of 2 
water supply for at least one

Mr. Galimbert said whiie he 
could not say there would be 
early progress in these three 
municipalities toward sewage 
treatment. but there was little 
doubt that eventually treat- 
ment would be provided, par- 
icularly at Port Perry and 
Fenelon Falls.

Back to the cookie. If you 
prefer to wear its calories off 
the sedentary way, reclining. 
It will take 39 minutes. Eat a 
dozen and it will take you 7.5 
hours to recline the calories 
away. 

Swimming, you wear down a 
cookie in five minutes; walk- 
jing, in 10 minutes; bike riding 
in six minutes.

Another highly respected voice 
has joined the chorus of those advocat- 
ing an order of priorities in government 
spending plans. 

Graham Towers—the former Goyer- 
nor of the Bank of Canada—says, “it 
seems to me to be plain common sense” 
to urge that there should be urgent joint 
consideration given by the federal and 
provincial governments to the problem 
of national economic priorities. He 
stresses the importance of the studies 
being done by the tax structure com- 
mittee, set up following the last feder- 
al-provincial conference, and hopes the 
public will be kept in the picture. 

Mr. Towers points out that Canada 
has gone farther than most countries, 
even relatively wealthy countries, in ac- 
cepting heavy commitments and taking 
the risks involved.

The fire represents a 
severe loss not only to the firm itself 
but to the whole district which enjoyed 
the benefits of the considerable em- 
ployment the plant provided.

Marjorie May, director of 
the Home and Education divi- 
sion of the Greater New York 
Safety Council, mentioned 
these and others as she issued 


their children nibble, especial- 
ly with the green season com- 
ing in. Let the adults be on 
guard too. 

Eating the daisies may be all 
right, said Miss May, but there 
are more than 700 species of 
plants that are known to have 
caused illness or death-some 
of the plants so common 
they’re in home gardens, at the 
| playground, the golf course or 
picnic area. 

The U.S. public health ser- 
vice estimates that 12,000 
children each year are poison- 
ed by plants, she said. 

The death rate is not known, 
but she said many youngsters’ 
lives are saved by the quick 
ingestion of the stomach pump. 

“There's no need to stop 
growing beautiful flowers and 
plants just because they con- 
tain poison”, said Miss May. 
“Just keep them out of your 


to chew on anything other 
than known foods, no matter 
how familiar it is”. 

Miss May compiled a list of 
the common poisoners from 
the National Safety Council, a 
publication of the U.S. printing 
office, “Poison Plants in North 
America”, and “Poisonous 
Plants of the United States and 
Canada”, by John M. Kings- 
bury. 

The flowers of the narcissus, 
hyacinth and daffodil are love- 
ly. But poison from the bulbs 
causes nausea, vomiting and 
diarrhea, and can be fatal. At- 
tractively striped ‘Dumb Cane’ 
and the familiar “Elephant 
Ears” both contain crystals of 
calicum oxalate which cause! 
painful swelling of the mouth 
and tongue severe enough to 
close off air passages of the 
throat. 

Miss May knew of some case 
history of an executive who ab- 
sent-mindely chewed a bit of 
“Dumb Cane” which was part 
of his office decor. He was se- 
verely ill for several weeks. 
Rhubarb leaves are not for 
eating but Miss May recalled 
finding in a cookbook a recipe 
for preparing them much like 
spinach. 

One leaf from the flamboy- 
ant poinsettia can kill a child. 
Miss May said there is enough 
poison in a dime packet of cas- 
tor bean seeds to kill five 
children. 

She said Larkspur, Lilyof-the 
Valley, Iris, Sweet Peas, Monk- 
shood, Autumn Crocus and 
Bleeding Heart are a few of 
the familiar plants which have

Berries attract little fingers 
but 
Nightshade and Moonseed 
which resembles wild grapes 
can kill Jimson Weed (also 
called stinkweed or thorn 
apple) grows in abundance and 
is considered responsible for 
more poisoning than any other 
plant. 

Ordinary lawn grass is safe, 
unless it is heavily coated with 
insecticides. But leave the 
field mushrooms to experts. | 

If humans are so susceptible, 
what about family pets and 
other animals? 

“The poison might affect 
them too”, she said, “but ani- 
mals are strangely wise. They 
don’t go around eating wild 
mushrooms”.

A resolution to amalgamate 
the Victoria-Haliburton and 
Peterboro Children’s Aid So- 
cieties was unanimously ap- 
proved at the annual meeting 
of the Victoria-Haliburton 
CAS last night. 

About 100 people attended 
the meeting at the town hall 
where a 4-man panel moder- 
ated by Rev. B. Garrett dis- 
cussed the proposed amalga- 
mation of the two societies. 
The members of the panel 
were George Dove, director of 
the Peterboro CAS; Peter 
Tuck of the Peterboro CAS, 
Mariposa Reeve Roy Morrison, 
Victoria County representa- 
tive of the local CAS and 
Terry Jackson of the local 
CAS. 

Terry Jackson told the 
meeting the main reason for 
| considering joining the two so- 
| cieties at this time was be- 
| cause of a lack of qualified 
| people. He said most centres 
are having this difficulty and 
| up until the present, the Lind- 
say and Peterboro societies 
have been fortunate in secur- 
ing the people they have. In 
most places, Mr. Jackson said, 
the situation is not serious, 
“St is desperate”. He said with 
the present director of the 
Lindsay society, Allan Blewett 
retiring, it would be difficult 
to replace him. 

Peter Tuck said negotiations 
for the amalgamation were 
kicked off last October follow- 
ing a letter from the Vicgoria- 
Haliburton CAS suggesting 
the move. The first meeting 
of the two societies was held 
on October 26. This was fol- 
lowed by a dinner meeting in 
Peterboro in December. 

The trend of the times, Mr. 
Tuck told the meeting, is to- 
ward larger administrative 
units. He added because Mr. 
Blewett is retiring it is a good 
time to consider amalgama- 
tion. 

Mr. Tuck explained that 
meetings between the two so- 
cieties had decided the new 
CAS should have one board 
with one director, the head of- 
fice be at Peterboro and a 
branch office at Lindsay; com- 
mon policies of administration 
and service were to be esta- 
blished. 

He said the new society 
must inherit all the obligations 
of the old societies. 

Mr. Tuck said when the two 
societies joined, he hoped on 
January 1, 1966, the members 
of the staff would have a bet- 
ter opportunity to specialize. 
He said there were still plans 
to be laid and bylaws to be 
prepared before the amalga- 
mation could be effected. He 
told the members the merger 
was not only feasible but was 
definitely desirable. 

Roy Morrison said there 
was talk of other units-area 
county health units— 
and it would be advantageous 
to merge the two Children’s 
Aid Societies. He said he 
thought the operating costs 
would remain about the same 
with no foreseeable increase 
or decrease. 

The resolution to amalga- 
mate, which received unani- 
mous support in Peterboro 
was supported without oppo- 
sition at last night’s meeting.

Kashmir conflicts increase 


United Nations, N.Y., (UPI) — In- 
creasing incidents along the India- 
Pakistan cease-fire line in Kashmir 
have caused fears here that a serious 
conflict may be in store in the disputed 
territory. 

The United Nations has maintained a 
military observer team along the line 
for 16 years, but even though its 
strength was increased recently, there 
is still only one observer to cover every 
10 miles of the line. 

In recent days, there have been re- 
ports of a series of particularly serious 
incidents on both sides of the boundary, 
which is more than 400 miles long. Ex- 
act figures are hard to come by, but 
the death toll in Kashmir each year is 
estimated at about a thousand. 

“The cease-fire line sems to be get- 
ting more precarious,” A U.N. source 
said. “Some officials are afraid there 
is going to be areal blowup.” _ 

Observers here do not expect a full- 
scale war between India and Pakistan 
over Kashmir, the territory that lies be- 
tween their northern borders and com- 
munist China. 


But they said incidents could con- 
tinue to grow without the United Na- 
tions being able to do much about it. 
U.N. recommendations on a Kashmir 
settlement have never been accepted 
by India, and the truce teams im no 
sense a peace-making force like that in 
the Gaza strip. 

The United Nations spends more than 
half a million dollars a year to maintain 
the mission. The expense went UD to 
$526,000 this year from the $441,000 
spent last year, according to a U.N. re- 
port, “as a result of a greater measure 
of activity along the cease-fire line.” 


The 45-man force, headed by Lt. Gen. 
R. H. Nimo, of Australia, has members 
from Australia, Canada, Denmark, Fin- 
land, Italy, New Zealand, Norway, 
Sweden, and Uruguay. 


The United States had members on 
the force several years ago but with- 
drew them after it concluded its mili- 
tary alliance with Pakistan. 

Five different U.N. efforts at media- 
tion have failed since Indian and Pakis- 


tani troops first clashed in Kashmir at 
the time of the division of the subcon- 
tinent into the two states in 1947. 

The key recommendation from the 
United Nations was a three-point 
programme: A cease-fire, a truce, and 
a plebiscite to determine the wishes of 
Kashmir’s 4,000,000 citizens. 

The truce left about one-third of the 
province under Pakistan; the rest un- 
der India. 


Pakistan has pushed for the plebi=- 
cite because Kashmir’s population is a- 
bout 80 per cent Moslem, the state relig- 
ion of Pakistan. India, predominantly 
Hindu, has demurred. 

The U.N. Security Council receives 
periodic letters from the contesting 
parties, with charges and counter- 
charges, but has not met to consider 
Kashmir for some time. U.N. sources 
said it sees no reason to do so unless 
there is a change on the part of one or 
another of the parties. 

There is no want of words on the 
Kashmir issue. 


The record for a Security Council 
speech is held by India’s former dele- 
gate, V. K. Krishna-Menon, who spoke 
for 7 hours and 45 minutes on Kashmir 
in three consecutive council sessions 
in 1957. 

The runner-up was Pakistan’s former 
delegate, Zafrullah Khan, same sub- 
ject, 6 hours and 30 minutes, 1951.

Income Tax Anyone? 


“Some time ago, I read in 
the newspaper that the pre- 
miums I pay on my life insur- 
ance policies may be deducted 
in calculating my income and 
income tax. Is this correct and 
if so, where do 1 show this on 
my income tax return?” 
D; E. P. 

It is true that a portion of 
premiums paid on certain 
types of life insurance policies 
may be deducted from income 
for tax purposes. In order 
for this to be done, the proper 
type of policy must be regis- 
tered with the income tax de- 
partment as a registered re- 
tirement savings plan. The 
savings portion of the annual 
premium may then be shown 
on your income tax return as 
a payment to a retirement 
savings plan.. Insurance pre- 
miums on this acceptable type 
of policy may be broken down 
into two categories — protec-

World news 


Cape Kennedy — U.S. Scien- 
tists say the Gemini space 
flignt chalked up an American 
“first” that comparable So- 
viet shots have yet to achieve. 

They cited the ability of as- 
tronauts Virgil Grissom and 
John Young to maneuver their 
space craft three times yester- 
day during their three orbit 
space voyage, Project Gemini 
spokeman said this will prove 
a major advantage in future 
flights, including the schedu- 
led moon flight around 1970. 

Both Grissom and Young 
were reported in excellent 
condition following their spec- 
tacular  four-hour-54-minute 
flight. They are aboard the 
aircraft carrier Intrepid where 
they were taken after being 
picked up by helicopters after 
the space capsule splashed into 
the Atlantic. 

Grissom flashed a smile as 
he boarded the carrier — an- 
nouncing he was ready for the 
next Gemini mission. He told 
President Johnson by radio- 
telephone that he and Young 
had a “thrilling and wonder- 
ful flight.” 

The astronauts will undergo 
de-briefing activity aboard the 
carrier today before heading 
back for Cape Kennedy to- 
morrow. On Friday, they will 
fly to Washington where they 
will be cited by Mr. Johnson. 

Queen’s Park — Medicare 
plans are in the news both in 
Onterio and Quebec, 

In Ontario,, some one-thou- 
sand persons marched outside 
the provincial buildings at 
Queen’s Park last night. They 
were demonstrating against 
the private and voluntary 
nature of the plan. 

Labour and other groups 
havt been complaining that the 
plan gives in to the insurance 
and other interest who are now 


in the field of providing health 
coverage. 

The other Medicare plan in 
the news is in Quebec, where 
Premier Jean Lesage announc- 
ed last night the creation of a 
study commission to look into 
the establishment of a plan. 

It is believed Lesage will 
use the plan as the chief plank 
in his bid for re-election — 
probably in 1966. 

In announcing the establish- 
ment of the commission yes- 
terday he said it was unlikely 
a plan could be instituted be- 
fore 1966. 

He is known to be planning 
an election for that year as 
well. 


London — Queen Elizabeth 
today appointed composer 
Benjamin Britten and Nobel 
Prize winner Prof. Dorothy 
Crowfoot Hodgkin, to the Or- 
der of Merit, Britain's high- 
est honour, for intellectual 
achievement, 

Prof. Hodgkin, who won the 
1964 Nobel Prize for chemis- 
try, is the second woman to be 
appointed to the Order. The 
first was Florence Nightin- 
gale. 

Membership in the order is 
limited to 24 persons and ap- 
pointment to it is a personal 
gift of the Sovereign, Two 
members, Sir Winston Chur- 
chill and poet T. S. Elliot, 
have died this year. Today’s 
appointments brought the 
present membership to 238. 

Saigon, Viet Nam — US, 
and South Vietnamese planes 
destroyed a communist radar 
Station at Ba Dinh in North 
Viet Nam and straffed military 
convoys on the border of South 
and North Viel Nam.

The would-be visitor is even 
invited to state his pet dislike 
(eats, Jazz, foodstuff) and can 
select a home “where no} 
children are in residence” if 
he prefers. | 

Cost? About $30 per week 
per person, inclusive of acco- 
modation and meals. The visit-| 
or can stay with as many as 
three families within one 
week and the daily rate then 
applicable would total about 
$50 per week. For a day visit, 
with meals but not overnight, 
the cost is $6. | 

A similar service is provid- 
ed by En Famille Agency (1 
New Burlington St. London, 
W.1.) which has a panel of 
hundreds of “host families” 
in Britain and on the Contin- 
ent. The would-be-visitor sup- 
plies information about him- 
self and his family and is then| 
sent photo-cards on similar} 
British families who welcome 
overseas visitors. These cards 
show all members of the Bri- 
tish family, their home and 
the district in which they live. 
Cost ranges from $20 to $30 
per week, depending largely 
on the proximity to London, 
where general living costs 
are higher. 

One of the most famous of 
the usual tourist services in 
Britain is Universal Aunts, 
Ltd. (86 Walpole St., Chelsea, 
London), which claims to pro-| 
vide visitors with ‘aunts who 
are better than the real 
thing’. The ladies can be as- 
signed to find accommodation 
of any kind including service 
rooms and furnished flats, pro- 
vide baby sitters and daily 
nannies and act “cooly and 
with aplomb” in all emergen- 
cies. 

Universal Aunts will meet 
and see off children at railway 
stations, shop for unmention- 
ables for male clients and pro- 
vide personal maids by the 
day. One of their most use- 
ful services is to introduce stu- 
dents from overseas into Bri- 
tish families for a very low 
fee. 

Britain Without Tears Ltd. 
(a corporate name of which 
British Travel the national 


|tour companies include spe- 


In addi- 
tion, Finders Ltd. runs a fam- 
ily friendship service and can 
arrange for families to ex-| 
change visits with those of 
other countries. 

Oxford and Cambridge un- 
dergraduates have formed two 
guide services that are avail- 
able during the summer vaca- 
tions. This year, more than 
80 students (including one 
earl and a baron) are available 
from Undergraduate Tours 
(16 Spring St. London, W.2.) 
and Take-A-Guide (11 Old

HYDRAULIC LIFT-LOCK AT KIRKFIELD 


Kirkfield (PNS) — The 
wheels of progress move swift- 
ly, with leaps and bounds but 
it has taken fifty-eight years 
to vive the Kirkfield Hydraulic 
Lift-lock the much needed face 
lifting; during this past winter 
new steel work has been put in 
at a cost of approximately 
$170,000.00. Following this 
season’s navigation further 
work to completely mechanize 
and electrify the lock is con- 
templated. 

The present one lane high- 
way will be widened to two 
lanes. This will mean the re- 
moval of the machine shop and 
the one remaining lock house. 
When this Lock was offi- 
cially opened in 1907 by the 
late Sir Sam Hughes, then Min- 
ister of National Defence, and 
assisted by Mr. D, A. Murphy, 
an Engineer for the Dominion 
Bridge Co. of Montreal, build- 
ers of this, the only all steel 
and completely Hydraulic Lift- 
lock on the earth they probably 
didn’t realize that fifty-eight 
years hence this lock and the 
Trent system would give 
unlimited pleasure fo many 
thousands who cruise the 
waters and the many more 
thousands who visit the lock 
by car and bus. 

The Murray canal, part of

Police bid for $750 per annum 


increase to go 


A request by the Lindsay 
Police Association for a $750 
per man pay hike was turned 
down by the town bargaining 
committee, and Monday night, 
town council concurred with 
the decision of the police sub- 
committee to resort to arbi- 
tration to settle the issue. 

A letter was received and 
read at council meeting last 
night stating that the Police 
Assciation agreed to reject 
the offer of the police sub- 
committee and suggested the 
matter be referred to a board 
of arbitration. 

Police committee chairman 
Russell Taylor told council 
that two meetings had been 
held with the association, and 
the offer made by the com- 
mittee to the Police Ass’n. 
had embodied most of the re- 
quests. A basic pay raise of 
$250 plus an additional $60 in 
lieu of service, badge pay, 
(which is not granted any 
other town employees) was of- 
fered to the Association a 
gross pay of $5,500 to $6,000 
per year, including all fringe 
benefits, pension payments 
ete. 

He said average pay in 
other municipalities of this 
size averaged from $4,300 to 
$4,800, and the new offer 
would be worth $4,900 plus 
to the Lindsay Association 
members.

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Kosygin and Brezhnev face problems 


London, (UPI)—Popular joke now 
current behind the fron curtain runs as 


follows: 

“what is the difference between 
ousted premier Nikita Khrushchey and 
the new Kremlin leader Alevi Kosygin? 

“None, but Kosygin doesn’t know it 
yet.” 

The joke illustrates the impasse in 
which the new Kremlin leadership now 
finds itself. 

Both Kosygin and party boss Leonid 
whieb led to the ouster of Khrushchev. 

The troubles range over 4 wide 
sphere of domestic and international 
problems. 

Soviet Affairs experts hold they are 
largely responsible for the comparative 
inactivity in the international sphere 
of the Soviet leadership, and belleve 
they will compel it to a walt-and-see 
policy for some time to come. 

Much of the trouble stems from the 
confusion in the Communist bloc and 
the eross-currents dividing it into con- 
flicting camps. 

The new leadership's primary aim, 
after the ouster of Khrushchev, was to 
ease the mounting conflict with Red 
China and to come to terms with the 


aggressive regime of Mao Tze Tung. 

Only five months after coming to 
power the new Kremlin bosses are fac- 
ed with a revived feud with Peking that 
seemingly has dashed all hopes for re- 
conciliation in the foreseable future. 

The Red camp appears more divided 
tnah ever before. 

Russia's attempt to stage a comeback 
in South Bast Asia also has run into 
trouble. 

Kosygin, to regain some of the lost 
North Vietnam regime military aid a- 
gainst so-called American Imperialist 
aggression. The move at once arous- 
ed Red Chinese resentment as an al- 
tempt to replace Peking’s influence 
with Russian authority. 

Already the arrangements appear to 
have come unstuck, at least partly, and 
Peking seems to be doing better than 
the Russians with the Hanoi regime. 

Like Khrushchev, Kosygin appears 
to he finding out that faded Soviet in- 
fluence in the Far East is hard to re- 
store. 

This to all appearances reduces Rus- 
sian ability to play a major role In any 
peace moves on Viet Nam. It no long- 
er can tell the Communists there what 
to do. 


Foreign News Commentary

(UPI) Another way to define free- 
dom of speech is to say it gives the right 
to disagree. 

In a democracy it is one of the most 
guarded of the human freedoms. In 
a totalitarian state it is one of the most 
quickly abolished, and it applies to all 
forms of communication, even to ab- 
stract art. 

Polish artists, for example, are ack- 
nowledged to be among world leaders 
for their abstracts. Yet, in Poland, 
their works are rigidly suppressed. Pol- 
ish film technicians also are among the 
best, but their works also are suppres- 
sed and Poland has not won a major 
film award in the last two years. 

Throughout the Communist bloc 
Western newsmen are suspect because 
these totalitarian governments cannot 
really conceive of Western-style objec- 
tivity or of a newsman who does not in 

some way function as an arm of his 
own government’s intelligence service, 

Yet even in the totalitarian states, 
the urge to disagree is strong. 

Suppressed in the controlled press, 
they find other means of expression. 

One of the most effective have been 
found in the publications of the various 
literary organizations. These publica-~ 
tions have received some of the credit 
for creating pressures leading to a cer- 
tain relaxation of red rule in Czecho- 
slovakia. 

But events also show that even 
guarded criticism can create danger 
for the authors. 

The most recent example is Yugo- 
slavia which boast that its press is the 
most free of any Communist country, 

In Yugoslavia a young scholar named 
Mihajlo Minajlov has been jailed for an 
essay called ‘“‘Moscow Summer, 
1964.” 

The é¢ssay accused the late Josef 
Stalin of preceding the Nazis in geno- 
cide, the systematic attempt to wipe 
out @ race or culture. 

It stirred the sensitivities of the Sov- 
jets, who jn turn protested to President 
Tito. 

Minajlov thus joined another noted 
Yugoslav author in jail. The other is 
former Vice Premier Milovan Djilas, 
who is serving nine years for writings 
deemed to have hurt the “interests” of 
Yugoslavia. 

Djilas attempted to show the short- 
omings of Communism. Minajlov’s 


One is Too Many: A 


In a artic entitled “You're Buying 
the Drinks’, a recent edition of the Am- 
erican publication ‘National Safety 
News’ quotes a figure of $2 billion a 
year as the cost to the nation’s industry 
because of the more than 2 million em- 
ployed problem drinkers or alco- 
holics is rated fourth among the 
health problems that confront them — 
exceeded only by cancer, heart disease, 
and mental illness. In the opinion of 
many specialists In the field of addiction 
research alcoholism probably has its 
rightful place under the heading of 
mental illness. But we are not con- 
cerned with the academic niceties of 
just what is or what makes alcoholics. 
They are a fact of life, they are sick, 
and they need treatment. 

What is true of the United States is 
not necessarily true of Canada. But 
where this problem {is concerned the 
proportion of problem drinkers and the 
resultant lost time to business and in~ 


mistake was one of timing. Much 
worse had appeared in the Yugoslav 
press during the period of estrange- 
ment between Moscow and Belgrade. 
But this is a new era of friendship. 

The most noted case ot an author 
who overstepped the bounds in recent 
years is that of the late Boris Paster- 
nak. 

Pasternak’s book, Dr. Zhivago, won 
for him a Nobel prize in 1958. But the 
book was critical of the Soviet regime. 
Pasternak escaped banishment only by 
a personal appeal to Khrushchev that 
“leaving the motherland will for me 
equal death.” 

In Poland, where the intellectuals are 
fighting a desperate rear guard action 
against total suppression, another not- 
ed author recently received a jail sent- 
ence for “transmitting’’ outside Poland 
a speech critical of the Communist re- 
ime which actually was never delivered. 

The author is Melehoir Wankowicz, 
who elected to return to his native land 
after receiving U.S. citizenship in 1956. 
The Polish press hailed his return as 
proof of Poland’s intellectual freedom.

How long has life 


New York, (UPI)—Bits of disinte- 
grating mineralized rock picked up in 
South Africa may very well contain 
relice of fe which existed much long- 
er ago then 2,150 million years. 

If they do, tangible proof of life on 
this earth has been pushed back in 
time by hundreds of millions of years, 
indeedtoa place in geological time 
when the planet still was In a highly 
primitive state, 

The earliest fossilized life relics 
which convince all selentifie authori- 
ties were put down in the Cambrian 
period which began some 500 million 
years ago. 

Before the Cambrian was the Proter- 
ozoic and from ft has come a scattering 
of fossils of controversial authenticity. 
Before the Proterozoic was the Archeo- 
zoic and you don’t get any farther back 
than it. If these new fossils are truly 
life relics they'd be the first from that 
period. 


M, Schodlowski, a2 mineralogist from 
Heidelberg University found them in 
grains of mineral, pyrite. They're 
microscopic in size and in shape they 
remind strongly of the simple one-cell 
organisms of which bacteria are the 
contemporary examples, 

To the world of science, through the 
technical JJournal, “Nature,” he pre- 
cented a strong circumstantial case 
that these were once in’ fact living 
creatures. But “because other pos- 
sible modes of ongin cannot be com- 
pletely ruled out” he didn’t call them 
bacteria. 

Rather he called them “organized el- 
ements” which suggest life. Such 
suggestive structures have been found 
in meteors, leading to controversies 
over whether primitive life forms have 
in times past been brought to earth 
from planets or other places far remoy- 
ed in space. 

They also resembled “mineralized 
bacteria” which have been found in 
rock of a much later time than the 
Archeozoic. 

Schidowski accompanied his paper 
with greatly enlarged photographs of 
two types of “organized elements” 
from the Witwatersrand gold field of 
the Orange Free tSate. One type was 
a spherical granule with a central core 
body enclosed by an outer ring that 
suggested the core was once contained 
in asac. The other was an eliptical 
globule enclosed in a two--layered wall 

“There is no doubt that early life 
must have largely microbic a circum- 
stance accounting for the fact that the 
fossil record in the dawn of geological 
time is deplorably scanty,” he said. 


Geared to survive 


Cape Kennedy—(UP!)—The average 
Gemini astronaut is trained and equip- 
ed to cope with anything from the chill 
blackness of space to the steamy suffo- 
cation of a tropical jungle. 

As far as survival is concerned, little 
is left to chance. 

The Gemini capsule is supposed to 
land in an ocean area reasonably close 
to the awaiting recovery ship. But, as 
Mercury astronaut M. Scott Carpenter 
proved in a dramaite 200-mile over- 
shoot three years ago, slip-ups can and 
occasionally do happen. 

That is what a special 23-pound 
package mounted on the ejection seat 
beneath each astronaut is designed to 
contend with. 

Within this little bundle is a remark- 
able assortment of goodies: A razor- 
sharp matchete, life raft, inflation 
equipment, radio beacon, survival light, 
sunglasses, medical kit, water desalting 
kit, sewing kit, cotton balls, water pur- 
ification tablets, whistle, electric bat- 
teries, compass, signal mirror, food, 3% 
pounds of water and 14 feet of nylon 
line. 

The combination is supposed to en- 
able a misplaced astronaut to contend 
with an earth landing anywhere, wheth- 
er it be in a remote jungle, an endless 
desert, an ocean or a Texas-Louisiana 
swamp. 

If the astronaut is forced to eject, 
the survival kit automatically goes a- 
long with him, to dangle at the end of a 
line where it will be handy to reach 
as soon as the man hits the ground—or 
water. 

If the nights get too cold, he has the 
equipment to light a fire; if he gets 
hungry, he has the makings of a fish- 
ing line; if he is hurt or has a headache 
or gets seasick, he has an ample collec- 
tion of pills, 

The survival kit is an item that Gem- 
ini astronauts hope they will never have 
to use. But the little package is enough 
to set an ontdoorsman’s heart to pound- 
ing with envy.

Geological studies indicate the Wit- 
watersrand rock system was complete- 
ly laid down by some 2,150 million 
years ago, and “as the organized ele- 
ments are indigenous to components of 
the rock, they are certainly consider- 
ably older,” he said. 

Unfortunately, he said, there is not 
enough of the fossilized “organized ele- 
ments” to permit the application of 
chemical techniques that could show 
whether they contained organic sub- 
stances. 

Geologists have long believed that 
life pre-dates the authentic fossiles of 
the Cambrian period. They're of prim- 
{tive life but not so very primitive that 
they could have been life’s beginnings. 

Schidlowski’s finds gave a hint of 
how much farther back in time life

FEMALE HORMONES 
IN CORONARY DISEASE 
Dear Dr, Steincrohn: My hus- 
band had an attack of coron: 
ary thrombosis about a year 
ago. Iam always living in fear 
that he may have another at- 
tack. Is it true that taking fe- 
male hormones will prevent 
such a complication? I’m not 
concerned about myself he- 
cause I understand that wo- 
men rarely get coronary at- 
tacks.—Mrs, T. 

Comment; At a meeting in 
Chicago of the American Col- 
lege of Physicians about a doz- 
en years ago I first heard an 
optimistic report of the use of 
female hormones to prevent 
atherosclerosis and coronary 
disease. Experiments with 
chickens revealed that female 
hormones actually prevented 
cockerels, fed a high chole- 
sterol diet, from developing as 
much coronary atherosclerosis 
as untreated groups. There 
was much hope that we at last 
had a specific weapon against 
the ravages of coronary dis- 
ease. 

However, Mrs. T., I’m sorry 
to say that to date the value 


of female hormones in pre- 
venting and treating coronary 


disease has not been unchal- 
lenged, Physicians don’t use 
them commonly, because we 
have no definite proof that 
these hormones are effective. 

For example, writing in a 
recent paper on the subject in 
“Geriatrics” journal, Roger W. 
Robinson, M.D., of Worcester, 
Mass, says in part: “There is 
no positive evidence that ath- 
erosclerosis will be prevented 
in men by prophylatic estro- 
gen administration”. 

Nevertheless, there may be 
an indication for estrogens 
(female hormones) in women 
after menopause. He goes on: 
“Tf estrogen is to be given as 
a preventative form of therapy 
atherosclerosis, it should be 
used primarily in females. The 
greatest usefulness of estrogen 
in the field of atherosclerosis 
in the future may be to delay 
the progress of the disease in 
women”. 
OLDER WOMEN SUBJECT

As for women being free 
of coronary disease, you have 
been misinformed. Although 
it’s true that attacks on coron- 
ary thrombosis are rare in wo- 
men before they have reached 
the menopause, as they grow

older attacks become more fi'e- 
quent, and approximate the 
frequency found in males. 

Some day it may be routine 
treatment to give women fe- 
male hormones to prevent 
such attacks. As of now, all 
the proof isn’t in. Neverthe- 
les, studies continue, to deter- 
mine just where female hor- 
mones are ultimately going to 
fit into prevention and treat- 
ment.

YOUTH “WASTING HIS LIFE” 


REMANDED FOR 


An 18-year-old Omemee 
youth, Roger Fowler of RR3, 
who suffered from what Dr. 
William Blackwell described 
as “acute alcoholism” was re- 
manded to Monday for sen- 
tencing on a charge of con- 
suming liquor while under the 
age of 21. 

Dr. Blackwell of Lindsay 
said he was called by the Lind- 
say Hospital at 5 a.m. on Feb- 
ruary 21 and given a descrip- 
tion of the youth’s symptoms.

This Day 50 Years Ago 


MARCH 26, 1915 
Soldiers leave for Belleville 

To the strains of the “Lass O' Gow- 

” “It's a Long Way to Tipperary,” 
and other inspiring airs played by the 
45th Regimental band, some 350 sold- 
jers, recruited Jocally for the Third 
Contingent, marched down Kent Street 
to the GTR station at 9:45 o'clock this 
morning, where they entrained for 
Belleville. 


Notwithstanding the bitter March 
wind, hundreds of citizens lined the 
route of parade and then followed the 
red coats to the station. The platform 
was packed to suffocation by an im- 
mense throng who gave the boys a 
hearty send-off. No time was lost in 
entraining, and about 15 minutes after 
the soldiers reached the station the 
train pulled out for the City of the Bay. 


Increase in deer licenses 

The Fish and Game Committee de- 
cided today to recommend increases 
in the deer licenses from two to three 
dollars and the increase of moose lic- 
enses from five to seyen dollars.

A farmer from the vicinity of Ome- 
mee stated today that so many of their 
hired men had enlisted that the spring 
work promised serious difficulties, 
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The Chinese Character 


The fact that China is fundamentally 
a civilization that has lived in terms of 
a temporal doctrine (chiefly Confuc- 
janism) rather than a religious doc- 
trine, as in Burope and most other parts 
of the world, was one of the clues to 
understanding the Chinese characters 
put forward by three speakers with 
long experience of China in a discus- 
sion broadeast recently in a BBC Gen- 
eral Overseas Service series of pro- 
grammes titled ‘Nations Observed’. 
The speakers were Richard Harris, As- 
{an specialist of the London ‘Times’, 
Robert Guillain, Far Wastern corres- 
pondent of the French newspaper ‘Le 
Monde’, and the distinguished Ameri- 
can historian Owen Lattimore, who liv- 
ed in China for twenty-five years and is 
now Professor of Chinese Studies at 
Leeds University. All three emphasiz- 
ed the vital importance of the outside 
world getting to know more about the 
character of a nation which in the past 
fifteen years has emerged as one of the 
world’s great powers, and contains one~ 
fourth of the world’s total population. 

Robert Guillain believed that a very 
important trait was that, as a compen- 
sation for the non-religious character 
of society, the Chinese had developed 
intensely ‘the art of human relations’. 
“Byery circumstance has certain rights, 
certain gestures. The whole aim was 
—and is, when still there—to soften 
the relations between men.” A Chinese 
would be delightful to his worst enemy 
if he came to his house, provided that 
the correct rules for the situation were 
applied. 

Richard Harris suggested that the 
Western conception of individualism, in 
the sense of a distinct personality mak- 
ing its own significant impact, was 
something foreign to the Chinese 
mind. From birth, a Chinese was part 
of an association of some kind, and 
throughout childhood he was forming 
a series of associations which provided 
an insurance for his life. When he had 
seen the influx of refugees into Hong 
Kong in 1951, he had had the strongest 
impression that those were not people 
running away from Communism, but 
people who, deprived of family and 
home through civil war, found it intol- 
erable to be alone, and so ran some~ 
where looking blindly foryhelp. 

Professor Lattimore agreed, and ad- 
ded that as a result of China being the 
least religious, least mystic of all the 
great civilizations (notably in compar- 
ison with India) the Chinese had al- 
ways reduced every religion offered to 
them to a basis of human conduct. This 
always worked out in collective terms, 
and was extremely strong in the village, 
“where the individual in the old cul- 
ture never acted except in the context 
of a very intricate web of obligations 
to others and the behaviour he was en- 
titled to expect from others. This as- 
pect of the old Chinese culture repre- 
sents the richest part of the soil on 
which it has been possible to plant 
Marxist collectivism.” 

The speakers agreed that the fam- 
ily system had been under attack be- 
fore the Communists came to power 
in 1949. They had used the elements 
of conflict and tension inherent in the 
old Confucian ethie to destroy that 
ethic, replacing the old yillage, which 
was too small a unit, and the old fam- 
fly, which had exercised too great a 
domination over the individual citizen. 
with the idea of the surrender of the in- 
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dividual’s life to an all-powerful State— 
a state now very near, instead of very 
far away ae in the old days. 

In discussing how far the Chinese 
would transform the alien importation 
of Marxism to their own ends, Profes- 
sor Lattimore stressed the importance 
of the historical context, and the fact 
that for two thousand years the Chi- 
nese had had a massive confidence in 
their own culture, always viewing their 
version of everything or anything as 
the civilized version. They had trans- 
formed Buddhism into a form very dis- 
tinct from Indian Buddhism, and in the 
nineteenth century the Teiping rebels 
had translated Christianity into their 
own Chinese form. But he thought it 
was a great mistake to assume that a 
revolution coloured by imported ideas 
must be primarily destructive, and he 
was impressed by the overwhelming 
proportion of construction in China to- 
day. 

Robert Guillain spoke of the sharp 
contrast between the old China, where 
a man would discuss everything in a 
lively and humorous way, and the atti- 
tude of today when, if one merely ask- 
ed ‘Is it raining?’ a man would reply 
‘Tl go and ask’. 

Professor Lattimore said that it had 
to be borne in mind that there had al- 
ways been two directly opposite factors 
in the complex Chinese culture. One 
was their deep scepticism; they exam- 
ined everything presented to them crit- 
{cally before they believed in it, De- 
spite this, the great Confucianist school 
of ethics which gave continuity to all 
their history was highly authoritarian. 
He thought that the Chinese were go- 
ing through a phase in which the auth- 
oritarian tradition of Confusianism was — 
merging with the authoritarian tradi- 
tions—the discipline—of Communism, 
“This is not necessarily permanent. 
The empasis on the importance of the 
intellect, of examining and understand 
ing—which means criticising—will re- 
assert itself in time, and we shall then 
have a balance, as there has always 
been in China, between respect for au- 
thority and the individual's right to the 
individual exercise of his intellect.” 

He thought that the isolation of the 
Chinese from the rest of the world was, 
so to speak, not nearly as great as the 
isolation of the rest of the world from 
China.

Fooling The Lie Detector

direct indication of lying but of emo- 
tion, 80 anything you can do to induce 
an emotion when you're answering 
questions truthfully, will give the wrong 
impression.

This your physician proba- 
bly would tell you. This also, 
24 vear old Sandi Kane, of 
Georgia, preaches as she tra- 
vels the country on behalf of 
physical fitness, 

Miss Kane holds that “if 
you exercise daily, and I do 
mean daily, you'll add five 
years to your life.” 

The fitness expert, who has 
not one unnecessary inch on 
her figure, gets upset about 
the girth of the nation,, espe- 
cially of its over 35 age group 
Too many of the over 35's 
e “just letting themselves 
0,” she said. 

“With the stresses of mak- 
ing a living and raising a fa- 
mily, the average person 
tends to forget his or her phy- 
sical well being,” she said. 
“Pifteen minutes a day is all 
you need to acquire the exer- 
cise habit. I think that most 
people realize that exercise in 
moderation should be regu- 
lar. Not just for weekends: 
But they'll start a programme 
and not stick with it because

they want to see results 
NOW.” 
Sandi Kane, a blue eyed 


blonde, talks fitness and de- 
monstrates ways of acquiring 
it with exercises using 
weights. She said she has co- 
vered more than 100,000 air 
miles since last May, appear- 
ing before civic clubs, wo- 
men’s clubs, at college and 
high school assemblies, at 
sports shows, retail stores and 
on radio and television. 

Her employer is Diversi- 
fied Products Corp., of Opeli- 
ka, Ala.. which makes home 
exercise equipment including 
dumbbells. The bells now are 
made in a light version-six 
pound total for two-for the 
women. 

“Used properly, they do not 
develop bulging muscle, said 
Miss Kane. “They tighten, 
firm and contour the body.” 

To the woman who says, “TI 
exercise all the time—washing. 
scrubbing. cooking, market- 
ing,” Miss Kane answers, 
“She’s getting movement, yes, 
but not exercise. Household 
chores are not going to pre- 
vent her from getting a bulg- 
ing abdomen, sagging pector- 
al muscles — the number one 
and two figure problems of 
most women.”

PROGRESS 
REPORT— 
IN THE OLD DAYS 
FOLKS WALKED TO 
GROCE 


Foreign news commentary 


by Phil Newsom 

(UPI)—Along the side of the road 
south of Seoul on that bitterly cold day 
in January, 1951, the bodies of Gorean 
civilians dead lay in what seemed row 
on endless row. 

Never to be forgotten by this cor- 
yespondent was the body of a child, 
beautiful even in death. 

She lay still strapped to her mother’s 
back in her costume of soft blues, pink 
and red silk. The repose of her expres- 
sion suggested she never felt the bullets 
when they hit. 

This was part of the sickness of that 
war—the thousands of refugees swept 
helplessly along on a death-dealing 
tide, frequently the unwitting shields of 
Communist infiltrators awaiting only 
the proper moment to whip a subma- 
chine gun from beneath their quilted 
jackets to ambush an unwary Turk, 
Greek, Briton, or American or another 
Korean, 


A bullet has no selectivity and so the 
innocent fell along with the guilty, the 
transgressor and the transgressed. 

In South Viet Nam also, the inno- 
cent fall along with the guilty, and, to 
quote a news conference conducted by 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk. 

“On one occasion the Viet Cong had 
seized a village, was holding the villag- 
ers in hostage and was firing through 
these villagers at mixed crowds outside 
the village. 

“The decision was made to employ 
tear gas... .in order to avoid the prob- 
lem of whether to use artillery or aerial 
bombs that would inflict great damage 
upon innocent people.” 

Tear gas is not designed to spread 
cheer among its victims. Nonetheless, 
even they must say that a few moments 
of discomfort and preferable to the 
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eternity that comes with a bullet. - 

So between the two there can be no 
argument about which is the mogt hu- 
mane. 

But there were other unfortunate 
aspects. : 

Among a large section of the Ameri- 
can people and among allies of the Un- 
ited States there was dismay that gas 
in any form should be used in the esca- 
lating war in Viet Nam. x 

There was dismay that the tear gas 
had been used without prior knowledge 
in Washington, cs 

And there was a fear that the use of 
gas in any form also could escalate. 

In Washington, the disclosure caught 
visiting Foreign Minister Michael Stew- 
art by surprise. From London came a 
rising chorus of demands from Labor- 
ite members of parliament that he con- 
demn the U.S. action. Stewart was in 
the middle.

Tangier, Morocco (uP — 
A Spanish Iberia airliner car- 
rying tourists on a charter 
flight, plunged into the At- 
Jantic Ocean in a thick fog to- 
day near the entrance to the 
Strait of Gibraltar. Fifty-four 
persons were aboard. 

First reports said there were 
only three survivors. 

The plane, a twin-engine 
Convair, carried 49 passengers 
and a crew of five. The survi- 
vors were identified as passen- 


gers. Most of those aboard 
were Danish and Swedish 
tourists. 


American, British and Mor 
occan rescue crews launched 
an air-sea search for survivors, 
Planes from the U.S. Navy 
base at Rota on the Spanish 
coast participated. 

Six hours after the crash, no 
sign of the wreckage was re- 
ported. 

A spokesman for Iberia, 
Spain’s national Airlines, said 
the plane was en route to Tan- 
gier from Malaga, a city on the 
Spanish coast 160 air miles 
away. 

The plane plunged into the 
Atlantic about three miles off 
Cape Spartel near Tangier. 

The crash occurred about 
8:55 a.m. (2:55 a.m. EST) about 
an hour after the plane left 
Malaga. 

Saigon, Viet Nam — U.S. 
and South Vietnamese war- 
planes bombed and destroyed 
an airbase in North Viet Nam 
just hours after the terrorist 
bombing of the U.S. embassy 
in Saigon in the bloodiest at- 


tack against Americans in the} 


Viet Nam war, the Communist 
terrorist bomb killed 17 per- 
sons and wounded more than 
150. There were indications 
the United States was planning 
some form of massive retalia- 
tion.

Savannakhet, Laos — [Lao- 
tion army troops ended with- 
out bloodshed a rebellion led 
by young colonels loyal to ex- 
iled former vice premier 
Phoumi Nosavan. Reports 
reaching here said many of the 
500 rebel troops who had occu- 
pied the village Thakhek sur- 
rendered without resistance. 
Others fled north to join an- 
other rebel unit at Paksane. 

Singapore — The Malaysian} 
defense ministry said navy pa-| 
trol boats intercepted three} 
sampans carrying armed Indo- 
nesian Guerrillas into Malay- 
sia. One sampan was cap- 
tured while the other two 
fled in the direction of the 
Indonesian island of Rhio, 
south of Singapore. 

Santiago, Chile — President 
Eduardo Frei estimated that} 
|damage from Sunday’s disas-| 
trous earthquake in Central} 
| Chile might reach $58 million. 
| A government agency estimat- 
}ed that 4,500 homes would 
have to be constructed. The 
earthquake killed 251 persons 
and left an estimated 27,000 
homeless.

Masters or Slaves? 


Substitution of the Governor-Gener- 
al in place of the Queen as head of the 
state in Canada was recently proposed 
by two student groups — the Ontario 
and the Ganadian university Liberal 
federations. Then the Toronto and 
District Young Liberal Association 
proposed that Canada completely 
sever the tie with the Crown and 
establish a republican form of govern- 
ment. Callow judgements? Perhaps, 
but the proposals merit disucssion, in 
part on the premise that “in the teach- 
ing we'll be taught”. 

As head of state the nation is best 
served by a person free of political asso- 
ciations, a person that symbolizes its 
ideals, which are realities even though 
they are intangibles. An elected or ap- 
pointed head of state would not be a- 
hove politics, would not personify — as 
the Crown now does — democracy, 
justice, integrity, devotion to duty, sig- 
nificant traditions. These values were 
summed up in a recent speech by for- 
mer Governor-General Vincent Massey. 

“In the hurly-burly of comfortable 
and affluent modernity”, said Mr. Mas- 
sey, “Many have lost control of their 
own lives, Old ideals and former con- 
victions have been replaced. Today, 
many people, perhaps even the major- 
ity, do not know what to believe in. . . 
The ordinary rules of human conduct 
which have been the source of stability 
and the basis of peace, are no longer in 
control. There are danger signals all 
about us showing that many of the fun- 
' damentals of government and society 
are no longer understood. If we do not 
heed these warnings, the infection of 
unrest will sweep through our bewild- 

ered community and will bring down in 


many citizens will pledge their support 
by joining the Association this week.

Foreign news commentary

(UPI) In the United Nations Security 
Council the debate followed almost the 
identical course it had followed in four 
occasions before. The end results also 
were the same. 

The United Nations peace-keeping 
force on the island of Cyprus would 
continue in being another three 
months, 

Toward the approximate $6.5 million 
needed to maintain the force until 
June 26, the United States would con- 
tribute up to $2 million. The total cost 
of the peace-keeping foree since it 
came into being in March, 1964, is more 
than $20 million, 

In the Security Council it also was 
agreed that for the strife between 
Greek and Turkish inhabitants of the 
island a solution desperately was need- 
ed, less because of Cyprus and its half 
million population than because of the 
danger it held of a war between Greece 
and Turkey. 

Increasing the danger was the fact 
that on Cyprus itself anew element had 
been added. 

As Greek Cypriots increased their 
pressures on isolated Turkish commun- 
ities and violence flared again after 
months of comparative quiet, intelli- 
Bence reports disclosed that the Gy- 
priot government of Archbishop Presi- 
dent Makarios had established sites 
for Soviet-built antiaircraft missiles. 

Turkish reports also told of the pres- 
ence of Russian-made tanks and long- 
yange cannon, 

In the Security Council, the Malays- 
fan delegate brought up a logical point. 
“Tt is difficult,” he sald, “to understand 
why the Cyprus government should 
build up its forces when the very reas- 
on for the U.N. force is to prevent con- 
flict.” 


The reasons seemed clear, Makarios, 
despite promises of co-operation with 
the U.N. forces, intended to maintain 
his pressure of the minority Turks and 
he anticipated direct Turkish action 
such as last summer's air attacks. 

Turkey already has warned Greece 
that it will intervene if the Greek Cyp- 
riot siege of Turkish villages spreads. 
Turkish warships are holding “‘man- 
euvers” along the south coast of Tur- 
key and oSuthern military bases have 
been reported placed on standby alert. 

Standing in the way of peaceful set- 
Uement not only are the animosities 
and suspicions existing between the 
Greek and Turkish inhabitants of Cyp- 
rus but also the emotions the conflict 
has stirred within both Greece and 
Turkey, 

A sign of weakness of the Cyprus 
issue could topple either government 
unleashed forces leading to a war neith- 
er can afford. 


A new Turkish government is at- 
tempting to overcome army suspicions 
of its leadership and to build toward 
new economic and political stability. 

The Greek government is struggling 
against a serlous economic imbalance 
between exports and imports — an 
imbalance which could only grow worse 
in the event of an armed clash with 
Turkey. 


Strategically, the Turks would have 
the advantage. They are only 15 min- 
utes flying time from Cyprus and their 
air force is rated better than Greece's 


The Turks have said they would 


welcome the Turkish Cypriots in Tur- 
key. 


But they have hinted that to do so 
they would have to take action against 
60,000 Greeks now living in turkey.

Of ten major new products put on the 
North American market in the past five 
years, three failed to measure up to ex- 
pectations in some important respect 
and one had to be withdrawn altogeth- 
er.

Muscular Dystrophy 


A team of doctors at Toronto's Hos- 
pital for Sick Children is waging a bat- 
tle against time in the hope of saving 
some 20,000 Canadians from the fatal 
final stages of muscular dystrophy. 

In a report to the Health League of 
Canada, the Muscular Dystrophy Asso- 
ciation of Canada says many cases of 
the deadly disease are inherited. The 
most severe form of muscular dystro- 
phy strikes young boys between the 
ages of two and six. And it is usually 
fatal before the victim reaches matur- 
ity. 

Dr. Margaret W. Thompson, a gene- 
ticist working with the team headed by 
neurologist Dr. B. G. Murphy, ‘has de- 
veloped tests to determine if a woman 
with a family history of muscular dys- 
trophy is a carrier of the fatal gene.” 

The association says, “it has recently 
been established that many severe 
cases are inherited through female car- 
riers who themselves are healthy but 
carry the crippling gene and pass it on 
to their sons as muscular dystrophy. 


Call back yesterday 


The following editorial first appeared 
years ago in the March, 1955 issue of 
Industry, under caption “Company at 
Work.” 

One of the great difficulties of busi- 
ness—in some respects, one of its 
tragedies—is that, as it grows, personal 
contact is lost. It disperses in all di- 
rections, not only as between employer 
and employee, but between all empoly- 
ees in their different grades, trades and 
departments. Impersonal entities 
spring up where human contacts ex- 
isted previously. 

In the little firm, everybody knows 
everybody else—the truck driver, the 
salesman, the ledgerkeeper, the typist, 
the buyer and the owner. But, as the 
firm grows, the personal names give 
place to a host of impersonal labels — 
management, production, clerical staff, 
typist pool, transport department and 
all the rest. 

If Joe, the driver hurts himself badly 
by falling off his truck, his co-workers 
know scarcely more than that the 
transport department has lost its safety 
record. The heartlessness is not in- 
tentional but, when people give place 
to things and personalities to ciphers, 
it is almost impossible to avoid. It is 
very hard for a man to summon up per- 
sonal sympathy for a department. 

It is well to remember that the word 
company, when it is applied to business, 
means exactly the same thing as it does 
when we say, “I’m sorry I cannot see 
you Saturday because we are having 
company.” 

Company is just another word for 
people—people who, for pleasure or 
profit, pool their various resources. 
Shareholders, directors, management, 
clerical satff and labour force are just 
words which betokens real, live, breath- 
ing people. They may not be known 
as individuals as they are in a small 
company, but they are working togeth- 
er in just the same way and are just 
as essential to each other. 

If this fact can once be accepted, it

Here in Canada, the problem of cor- 
porate research is complicated both by 
our limited domestic market and the 
fact that many of our biggest compan- 
jes are subsidiaries of parent concerns 
resident outside of this country, nota- 
bly the U.S. 

Even so, the difficulties are not in- 
superable, and, though our spending is 
still well below the levels of most other 
industrial countries, our research out- 
lays are rising. 

It is of no small importance to Can- 
ada’s future that they continue to do 
so for, as was noted by the Economic 
Council of Canada in its report, new 
processes and products not only create 
new employment and occupations, 
they can also significantly reduce costs 
and widen markets. 


By observing the level of certain 
blood enzymes, Dr. Thompson can ad- 
vise a woman of her chances of bearing 
sons who will have the disease — 
or daughters who will carry the gene.”

Meanwhile, research scientists are 
working to find a cure for the crippling 
malady in an attempt to save sufferers 
before they reach the final stages of the 
disease. 

The Muscular Dystrophy Association 
describes the disease as “a progressive 
wasting of the voluntary muscles of the 
body. Hach muscle fibre slowly wastes 
away and is replaced by fat. Body 
strength weakens gradually until the 
vital muscles of the chest and heart be- 
come too weak to support life.”

snowing than in other areas. 
In the case of an explosion in 
the megaton range that takes 
place close to the ground, the 
amount of radioactive material 
deposited may be such as to re- 
sult in a radiological hazard 
over thousands of square miles. 
Winds and Fallout 
The falling debris giving 
rise to radioactive fallout will 
be affected by the winds in the 
various layers of the atmos- 
phere through which the debris 
s ‘lling. The areas subject 
to a radiological hazard due 
to rallout will therefore de- 
pend, not only on the winds 
near the surface, but on the 
winds throughout a fairly deep 
layer. of the atmosphere. 

It is sometimes convenient 
to think of an ‘effective wind’ 
that has the same effect on fall- 
ing particles as all the winds 
in the various layers through 
which the particles are falling. 
For example, if the base of the 
radio active cloud happened 
to be at 60,000ft.. and the ‘ef- 
fective wind’ in that particu- 
lar day was from the north- 
west, one could expect the 
debrise from near the base of 
the cloud to result in a trail of 
radioactive fallout towards the 
south-east. If the top of the 
radioactive cloud extended 
90,000 ft., and the 90,000 ft ef- 
fective wind on the same day 
was from the west, one would 
expect the debris from near 
the top of the cloud to give a si 
milar trail towards the east. In 
such a case it is fairly evident 
that fallout from the entire 
cloud would be contaminated 
witain the sector bounded by 
the east and south-east azi- 
muths. From the point of 
view of possible radiological 
hazard this sector could there- 
fore be considered as a ‘dan- 
ger sector’. 

Meteorlogical 
Information Available 

Observations of upper level 
winds are made twice daily 
from a network of weather 
stations in Canada and United 
States. At some stations the 
observations are made as often 
as four times a day. All of 
this Information is made avail- 
able to the main weather of 
fices across the country, and 
the data plotted on appropriate 
weather maps, These maps 
are then projected into the fu- 
ture in order to obtain a pic- 
ture of the wind distribution 
some 24 hours or so in advance, 
Hence, in addition to the cur- 
rent information on upper 
level winds in the atmosphere, 
information is also available 
regarding the probable winds 
in the near future. Observa- 
tions of upper level winds have 
been made over quite a num- 


one aspect of the weather that 
has the greatest effect on the 
hazards involved. An account 
will also be given of the way 
in which day to day knowledge 
and a climatological know- 
ledge of the wind may be used 
in emergency planniag. 


Weather and Blast Hazard. 
Blast waves tend to be af 
fected by atmospheric condi- 
tions in much the same way as 
sound waves are affected. 
Hence, for explosions taking 
place at ground level, one 
would expect some enhance- 
ment of the blast hazard under 


conditions of better than aver- i 


age audibility, and some de- 
crease in the blast hazard un- 
der conditions of poor audi- 
bility. Thus, there would tend 
to be some enhancement of the 
blast hazard at night or early 
morning when the weather is 
clear and still. On the other 
hand the hazard would be less 
on hot days or on days of rain 
or strong winds. The wind 
would also tend to give rise to 
an asymmetrical area of blast, 
elongated in the downwind 
direction and shortened some- 
what in the upwind direction 
However, the overall influence 
of the weather is likely to be 
small close to the centre of the 
explosion, but could be quite 
significant in out-lying areas 

Certain weather conditions 
may also give rise to anoma- 
lous blast damage at distances 
well beyond the normal range 
of damage. For example, a 
certain number of the triloton 
explosions at the Nevada Proy- 
ing Ground in 1951 resulted 
in damage to plaster and glass 
at Las Vegas some 80 miles a- 
way. In the case of an explo- 
sion in the megaton range such 
anomalous effects could give 
rise to quite severe but local- 
ized damage at distances up to 
40 10 50 miles from the explo- 
sion, and lesser damage out 
to twice the distance.

Thermal Hazard 


Thermal radiation from a nu- 
clear explosion will be affect- 
ed by much the same atmos- 
pheric conditions as the ther- 
mal radiation from the sun. 
Thus, one would expect the 
thermal hazard to be much re- 
duced when the weather is 
foggy or when it is raining or 
snowing, the reduction being 
relatively much greater in out- 
lying areas than in areas close 
to the centre of the explosion. 

The thermal hazard would 
also be much reduced in the 
case of a nuclear explosion 
faking place above an exten- 
Sive cloud layer. However, if 
‘'e explosion were to take 
lace below an extensive cloud 
‘over the thermal hazard is

Prediction of Fallout 

It is fairly evident from the 
foregoing that forecasts of 
upper wind levels may be used 
to deduce the appropriate ‘ef- 
fective winds’ from which pre- 
dictiun can be made of the sec- 
tor of possible radiological 
hazard due to fallout. 

One of the responsibilities 
of the Canadian Army in the 
event of a nuclear attack is the 
giving of the necessary warn- 
ing of fallout to the public. To 
assist the Army in this role, 
special forecasts of upper level 
winds for a selected number of 
target cities are prepared 
twice daily by the Meteorologi- 
cal Service of Canada, These 
forecasts are transmitted to 
Warning Centres across the 
country where the appropriate 
information is plotted and the 
‘effective winds’ and the fall- 
out sector determined for each 
target of interest. In addition, 
the speed of the ‘effective 
winds’ is used as a basis for 
delineating within the sector 
two zones of radiological © ha- 
zard, the first being the area 
of immediate concern and the 
second the area of moderate 
risk, The speed of the winds 
is also used to determine the 
probable time of onset of the 
hazard due to fallout. 


Planning against Fallout 
Wind information accumu- 
lated over the years may be 
used to determine for any par- 
ticular ‘target’ city the most 
frequent direction of the ‘ef- 
fective winds’, and this infor- 
mation may be used in turn to 
detrmine the sector most like- 
lv fo be affected by fallout in 
the event of a nuclear attack 
on that city, For example, the 
most probable orientation of 
the fallout sector over east- 
ern Canada would be toward 
the east, and towards a little 
south of east for central Can- 
ada; over British Columbia the 
most probable orientation 
would be to-wards a little north 
of east in winter, and toward 
a iftle north of east in sum- 
mer.. Because of the varia- 
bility of wind from day to day, 
planning which is based on 
the most probable sector affec- 
ted by fallout would be of little 
or no value if no account were 
taken of the possibility of fall- 
out in other sectors. However, 
by considering the frequency 
of winds from different direc- 
tions it is possible to assess the 
relative hazard in the various 
sectors. It would also be pos- 
sible to determine the overall 
sector which have, say a 90% 
probability of including the 
fallout in event of a nuclear at- 
fack on the city concerned 
Such a sector for Southwestern 
Ontario would have an angular 
extent of about 100 degrees in 
summer and about 70 degrees 
in ‘winter. 
Conclusions 


Weather must be an impor- 
tant consideration in any 
emergency planning. The ne- 
cessity of having an immediate 
capability for the prediction of 
fallout in order to be able to 
give the necessary warning of 
fallout to the public is evident 
In this respect, because of the 
rapidity with which the wea- 
ther may change at times, it 
is desirable that this capabili- 
ty include the service of a 
weather forecaster. For cer-

DO YOU TELL YOUR 
DOCTOR THE TRUTH? 

Do you tell your doctor the 
truth? “What a silly ques- 
tion!” so many say. ‘Tell 
him the truth? Of course I do. 
Why should I lie to him when 
I want him to help me!” | 

It does seem silly, doesn’t 
it? Yet, ask any physician, 
and he will tell you many in- 
stances in which the patient 
was palpably lying about his 
illness and himself. 

Here is a young woman who 
notices a small lump in her 
breast. Afraid to face the| 
truth: that it may be cancer, | 
she puts off examination by 
her doctor week after week. 
It grows larger. At last she 
tells her husband about it,aud 
he drives her to the doctor. 
A half year has passed since 
she first noticed the growth. 

The doctor says, “How long 
have vou had it?” she replies, 
“Oh, I'd say about two or three 
weeks”. 

What has she to gain by re- 
fusing to admit the truth? It 
goes quite deep; perhaps is 
entirely an unconscious mat- 
ter. She can’t get herself to 


may expect the doctor to take 
heroic measures against a 
growth which has become so 
large in such a short fime. 
Or, she is ashamed to admit of 
her procrastination and fear. 
Whatever it is, she hasn’t told 
the truth to the very one (her 
physician) who should be the 
one to know it.

You get into the middle of 
a hassle between violently dis- 
agreeing group, and you are 
likely to get shot at with 
poisoned arrows. For exam- 
ple, being a physician, I took 
a stand here on a number of 
occasions in favour of the life 
of a child as against that of an 
experimental animal. Al- 
though I agreed that the care) 
of laboratory animals should 
be kind and as comforting as 
posible under the cireum- 
stances, I did not go along 
with antivivesectionists who 
were against any experiment: 
ing on animals at all. They did 
not like my stand. Others did. 

Those interested, one way 
or another, will please take 
note of the following letter, re 
cently received from the sec- 
retary of a national research 
organization: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: In a 
recent column you said: “I 
can’t conceive any parent put- 
ting the life and welfare of 
Fido before that of a child”. 

On July 10, 1949, a well- 


astounding thing was that 
four out of five anti-vivisect- 
jonists who were parents 
would not sacrifice a dog to 
save their own children’s 
lives! Antivivisectionists who 
were not parents were even 
more hardhearted. Not one 
vote was cast by this group in 
favour of saving a child. 

The replies from the antivi- 
visectionists in this case seem- 
ed typical of the members of 
the cult who write letters to 
editors and legislators urging 
that lifesaving research be 
stopped or curtailed. Their let- 
ters do not radiate compassion 
but rather rage. Any fondness 
that they might feel for ani- 
mals seem incidental to their 
raging hatred of scientists or,
